HAUL OUT THE MANURE.

' can’t do any one other thing, it is 


done; whereas, if he thinks he can, 


lere is a possibility at least that it 
ill be done. 

There has been great waste in this 
anure that has not been hauled out; 





we would say anywhere from twenty- 
five to fifty per cent. The waste has 
been in the soluble elements. It is 
not all wasted, however. The humus 
material remains even if the potash 
and phosphoric acid don’t, and there- 
fore it is important that it be hauled 
out now. After harvest is about as 
good a time as any to clean up the 
farm. The season for hog cholera is 
coming on, and we might as well say, 
the diseases that pass under the name 
of cholera; and the barn yard should 
be put in the best sanitary condition. 
Therefore haul out the manure, 

Where to put it? There is no lack 
of places. This clover and timothy 
meadow that is getting a little thin 
and that has not that thickness at 
the bottom so much desired by the 
man who wants a good hay crop. Haul 
out the manure from the stables, espe- 
cially the horse stables, and top dress 
this meadow. 





We have said it so often that we 
don’t need to say it again—get a 
manure spreader. Why? To double 
the value of your manure and to save 
a little less than half the time in 
getting it out. It will cost you some 
money; but get it even if you have 
to save on other things or even bor- 
There is nothing lost in bor- 
to buy a manure 


row. 
rowing money 
spreader. 

Don’t neglect the pasture. Manure 
is never wasted if it is put on a pas- 
ture. It may not bring immediate re- 
sults on corn, but if you put it on 
grass it will grow and save some of 
your loss from leaving it in the yards 
this winter. Why? It will stimulate 
the grass roots, largely increase them, 
and the grass roots are manure that 
don’t need hauling out and that don’t 
waste. There are other places that 
we might suggest, but don’t care to 
because we think the true policy of 





the western farmer is to put his 
manure as nearly as possible always 
on grass, and at any time of the year, 
winter or summer. The pasture is 
always ready. The meadow is always 
ready after harvest, and there is 
plenty of room on one or the other 
for all the manure that you are likely 
to haul out. 





Those readers who are in any way 
connected with canning factories may 
be interested in the bulletin recently 
issued by the New York Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Geneva, giving 
the reason why pea cans swelied under 
certain conditions, and how it can be 
remedied. These peas seem to be in-

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THE TWO-DAY CHICAGO STOCK 
MARKET. 

One of the difficulties which we ran 
up against in our co-operation with 
the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ Associ- 
ation to secure better speed in live 
stock trains was the two days’ market 
in Chicago. All our stockmen know 
that from two-thirds to three-fourths 
of the cattle that go into that market 
during the week go on Monday and 
Wednesday, and that the offerings of 
cattle on the other days are compara- 
tively insignificant. This condition of 
things was the excuse on the part of 
the railroads for lengthening their 
schedule from four to eight hours, 
which is about three dollars per car 
per hour, whether on cattle or hogs; 
or, in other words, about twenty-five 
dollars additional cost per car for 
getting stock to market. 

One can readily see that when from 
six to eight hundred cars are often 
passed in over a single line, such as 
the Northwestern, there must be from 
twenty to thirty trains at least; and 
that there must be at least ten min- 
utes, in foggy weather more, between 
these trains in order to avoid collision; 
and therefore the trains must be 
strung out a long distance on the road. 
In order to be ready for the day’s mar- 
ket cattle should be in the yards not 
later than 9 o’clock, and must be re- 
ceived by the transfer company which 
takes the stock from different roads 
from one to two hours at least before 
that time. So long as there is only 
a two-day market this condition of 
things must continue, and the farmer 
must continue to pay the loss. 

When we interview the officers of 
the transfer company which takes the 
stock from the railroads to the yards, 
asking why they did not furnish 
greater facilities, their answer was: 
“We have plenty of facilities, if you 
farmers will spread your stock out 
over five days instead of two.” All 
the cattle and other stock on all the 
roads must enter the yards through 
one narrow point called “the neck of 
the bottle,” and when there is a con- 
gestion here there is congestion all 
along the line to the remotest 
boundaries of the cattle growing coun- 
try. The result of all this is not 
merely slower time on freight trains 
and heavy loss to the farmer from 
shrinkage, but a congestion of the 
cattle market on these days, Monday 
and Wednesday, which inevitably 
tends to lowering the price. 

One wonders why such an abnormal 
and irrational order of things should 
have been allowed to continue. The 
railroads are certainly not in favor of 
it, as it puts them to very great incon- 
venience, compelling them to use all 
their rolling stock available and press 
train crews, locomotives, superintend- 
ents for about three days to the very 
utmost limit of endurance. The trans- 
fer company is congested at the same 
time and is compelled to employ men 
by the week when they have only two 
days’ work. Certainly it is not to 
their interest to have a two days’ mar- 
ket of cattle instead of five. It may 
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possibly seem to be to the packers’ 
interest to have congested markets in 
order that they can “bear” the price; 
but the recent strike in Chicago shows 
that in the long run it is not to their 
interest, although they may possibly 
think it is. Bearing upon this point, 
our readers will be interested in the 
following, which we take from the 
statement given out by Homer D. Call, 
secretary of the executive board of 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen of America, as 
follows: 

“The largest runs of cattle came in 
on Monday and Wednesday. It was 
cheaper to kill these cattle at once, 
for this saved the extra feeding and 
avoided shrink in weight. To do this 
the cattle butchers would be called on 
Monday at noon, were often kept wait- 
ing till 2 o’clock p. m. without pay, 
and then worked till 10 and 11 o’clock 
at night. There was no extra pay for 
late hours. Tuesdays the men were 
often compelled to work from 7 a. m. 
to 8 p. m. with but half an hour for 
lunch; Wednesday from noon till 9 or 
10 p. m.; and then on the last three 
days of the week were at work so 
little that the total number of hours 
averaged not to exceed thirty-five 
hours a week.” 

This shows that the two-day market 
had a very close connection with the 
origin of the recent strike. If men 
could work but thirty-five hours per 
week the wages would amount to only 
$7.40 a week. In order to do the work 
they were obliged to have nearly twice 
as many men in the cattle department 
as would ordinarily be needed. This 
again tends to increase that most un- 
healthy and dangerous congestion of 
unskilled laborers of low intelligence 
and low morality in a great center 
like Packingtown. 

In our recent visit to Chicago a 
representative of the packing com- 
panies assured us that when the strike 
was over they would do their utmost 
to substitute a five days’ market for 
the two, and that active work in this 
direction had been delayed only on 
account of the strike. It is something 
wonderful that captains of industry 
like the managers of railroads and 
packing houses should permit a condi- 
tion of things injurious to all con- 
cerned to exist from year to year and 
themselves suffer loss. 

The chief loss in this, as in many 
other things, falls upon the farmers, 
who themselves are helpless to cor- 
rect the evil except in co-operation 
with other parties. Let us hope that 
one of the results of the strike, evil 
as it is, may be to correct this evil 
and altogether evil custom. There 
is no good in it to anybody; there is 
serious loss to all concerned. 

When we first began this agitation 
we were informed by wise men that 
it was an evil that would have to be 
endured, and that the farmers must 
grin and bear it. It will not be en- 
dured if the men who are supposed 
to be capable of managing these great 
enterprises show themselves to have 
breadth of judgment and capacity, and 
to be really big men. An organization 
of farmers would never conduct their 
business in such a haphazard manner 
as this. They know too much to force 
their employes to do five days’ work 
in three. Were it not that the farm- 
ers have to bear a good deal of the 
loss it certainly would have been cor- 
rected long ago. 





A CORN FODDER QUESTION. 


A Knox county, Illinois, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“Kindly answer this question: Does 
corn in the ear shrink any in being 
cut for fodder at the right time for 
fodder over what it would if allowed 
to ripen on the stalk?” 

This question can be answered by 
yes or no. If all corn could be cut 
at the time when fodder is really the 
best, when the husks are white and 
the leaves turning, we think the yield 
of corn would be quite'as great as if 
left on the stalk. It is not, however, 
in average farm practice practicable 
to do this. The farmer can’t always 
cut his corn crop in ideal condition. 
He must commence when some of it 
is a little green, and by the time he 
gets through some of it will be a little 
dry. He will have a shrinkage in that 
cut before the ideal time and he will 
lose in the value of his fodder on that 
cut late. He must therefore choose 
between the shrinkage of the corn on 
the one hand and the shrinkage in the 
value of the fodder on the other. 
Where he has need of fodder he had 
better stand the shrink on the corn, 
and where corn is his main crop and 





he has little need of fodder, then he 
had better stand his shrink on fodder. 
Profitable farming is not to achieve 
the ideal best but the best obtainable. 





CONCERNING GOOD IN THINGS 
EVIL. 


We hope that our readers will not 
take what the Scotchman calls a 
“scunner” at the above title and 
imagine that we are about to inflict 
upon them a sermon or disquisition 
on morals. To be frank about it, the 
matter suggested itself by receipt of 
a letter from a farmer in northern 
Iowa enclosing a sample of squirrel- 
tail grass and asking us to identify it, 
with the statement that it is taking 
all the highways and_ scattering 
through the pastures and meadows 
and low places. He further asks what 
effect it would have upon stock feed- 
ing upon it, and says that he has 
inquired of a great many farmers of 
that neighborhood and has been un- 
able to find anyone who knows what 
it is; and that the farmers in that 
community would be under great 
obligations if we would tell them all 
about it. 

We thought every ‘man, woman or 
child who ever lived on a farm knew 
this abominable pest known as 
squirrel-tail grass, or wild barley 
(Hordeum jubatum), and hated it as 
they hate sin, or ought to hate sin, 
whether they do or not. Therefore 
if you see any weed growing up in 
your pasture with a beautiful curled 
head when in bloom, resembling a 
squirrel’s tail, know for sure that it 
is wild barley and that, like the 
imaginations of man’s heart, it is evil, 
only evil, and that .continually. 

@ur readers will say: What on 
earth is the good in this evil thing? 
There are a great many evil things 
that have blessings in them if we 
know how to handle them. For ex- 
ample, the boll weevil is doing a great 
and good work in Texas by compelling 
farmers to diversify their crops. The 
corn root worm and the corn root 


louse are sinners exceedingly, but they - 


are doing a good work in compelling 
the farmers to rotate their crops. 

The squirrel-tail grass with all its 
iniquities will yet compel farmers to 
do better farming. Where this grass 
has secured a foothold, as it gener- 
ally has along sloughs and wet places, 
it is not solely because they are wet 
but because the seed in such can more 
easily get to moist ground because it 
has less to contend with. Therefore 
it establishes itself in those places. 
It has appeared some during’ these 
three last wet seasons on high lands. 
Once started it can stand a great deal 
of dry weather, and the fact of its 
spreading with such wonderful rapid- 
ity in these wet years grows out of 
the peculiar construction of the seed 
itself. 

If the reader will take time to ex- 
amine this pest closely he will find 
that each little pointed seed is sur- 
rounded by three or four awns, and 
that when it is carried by the wind 
it is liable to drop, like the soft maple 
seed, point downward. If the ground 
is wet and these awns can sink their 
sharp points into it the expansion and 
attraction due to the difference of 
temperature between day and night 
and between one day and another will 
enable them to pull these seeds down 
closer and closer to the ground, where 
it gets moisture and grows. This to 
our mind explains why it is that it 
has spread so rapidly on dry lands in 
wet seasons, and in dry seasons near- 
est to the soft spots or wet places. 

Now, what good can this do us? 
First, it will compel us to plow up in- 
fested meadows and give them a year 
or two of thorough cultivation in corn. 
That ends the business for that field. 
It will compel us, further, to drain a 
lot of land that we had not thought 
of draining in order that we may put 
it in corn; and that so far is good. 
Then it will compel us to keep our 
pastures thickened up and_ well 
manured, so that the seeds as they 
fly over from a neighbor’s field can’t 
get an opportunity to get to the moist 
soil and grow. If this foul weed forces 
us to do this, evil as it is, there is 
some good in it. We are frank to say 
that we don’t know any other way of 
solving the problem. 

Our correspondent wishes to know 
the effect on live stock eating this 
weed. They won’t eat it if they can 
help it, but when it gets mixed with 
their hay they can’t help it. Then the 
sharp awns get into their mouths, par- 
ticularly horses and sheep, and make 
them sore; and as a result renders 
the good hay grown with them prac- 
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tically useless. Possibly when it be 
comes very abundant it will develop 
some rot or smut or fungus, but we 
can’t lies down in helplessness and wai' 
for that, even if we were sure it would 
come. Few farmers, we think, realiz: 
how wholly evil this weed is; an 
yet, evil as it is, if it is properly deal 
with it may, like other evil things 
have some good in it. There is not! 
ing so wholly bad that good can’t b 
gotten out of it, if we apply our brain 
to the problem. 





MOWING THE PASTURES. 


The farmer must conduct an en¢- 
less warfare against weeds from 
spring to fall. From the time he be- 
gins to prepare his ground for plan'- 
ing corn until the time he lays it | 
one of his main enemies is weed 
A great many farmers call a truc 
with their foes as soon as the corn 
is laid by and suspend their warfare 
until the next spring. Weeds take 
advantage of it and grow up ever 
where. The pasture gets a little thin 
and is filled up with ragweed. Cock! 
burs grow up in the stubble fields 
hogweed and foxtail in the corn 
They seem to redouble their vigor 
when the farmer lays down his arms 
and are ready to put up a stiff fighi 
with him the next year when he re- 
sumes hostilities. This is all wron 
What is the use in allowing a crop 
of ragweed to grow up in your pas- 
tures, and cockleburs and smartweed 
in your meadows to vex you with their 
foul brood next summer when you get 
into the corn field? 

An easy way to get at it is to mow 
them down. You are not going to hurt 
your pastures by mowing off the 
weeds, but help them. To put it in 
another way: When the weeds get 
through fighting the corn they com- 
mence fighting grass. It may take 
muscle and sweat to plow corn, but 
it is not a hard thing to get on a 
mower and slay the weeds in the 
meadows and pastures by the millions. 
Many farmers give up discouraged 
and say that the soil is so full of 
weeds that it is useless to continue 
the warfare. Quite true, but the old 
prophecies say that thorns and 
thistles, which we take to be a general 
name for all sorts of foul weeds, shall 
the ground bring forth. But the more 
you mow them down, the more you 
destroy them with the proper use of 
the harrow and cultivator, the less 
there will be of them. Therefore don’t 
make a truce with your worst enemy. 

In mowing the fields don’t fail to 
mow the roadsides. Why keep a 
breeding patch along the road, which 
is just as much yours as the ground 
inside your fence, barring, of course, 
the right-of-way which the public has 
along it. Treat it as yours. Keep the 
weeds mowed down. Get a good 
stand of grass on it. Mow it for hay. 

But the good farmer is not yet done. 
He has missionary work to do. It is 
one of the provocations of the farm 
that after a man has done his best to 
keep a clean, sightly farm foul weed 
seeds will blow over from a neizh- 
bor’s. He can restrain his neighbor’s 
stock when they are breachy, he can 
make him pay damages; but he can’t 
restrain thistles or squirreltail grass 
from blowing across the fence, nor 
can he prevent the birds from carry- 
ing the weeds from his neighbor's 
weed patch. Therefore he should be- 
come a missionary to his neighbors; 
but his preaching will not be of any 
avail unless he sets a good example, 
does some. practicing to begin with, 
and thus shames his neighbor into 
good farming. 
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A WORD TO OUR CORN CONTES 
BOYS. 


One of our corn contest boys wri 
us that his corn is doing nicely; tha 
some of the stalks are putting out 
many as eight shoots; and wishes ‘ 
know whether he shall pull them 

No. Two or three at the most of 
these shoots will produce ears, prob- 
ably two. The rest will never develop. 
Why not, then, pull them off? e- 
cause, especially this year when smut 
is so prevalent, it is not desirable to 
break the outer covering of the stalk 
so as to permit the introduction of 
smut germs. This is the objection (to 
pulling suckers off of corn. Bear it 
mind that smut is not developed, as i2 
oats, through the seed, but by spores 
floating in the atmosphere and lig! 
ing on a bare spot in the corn, just 
as germs might find an entrance into 
the human system through a break in 
the skin. 
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SOW WINTER WHEAT ON CORN 
STUBBLE. 

A subscriber from Macon, Georgia, 
writes: 

“Your article entitled “Prepare for 
Fall Wheat” is not very clear to me 

some respects. The difficulty is 
with what you said about growing 
wheat on corn stubble. Why do you 
limit the acreage to corn harvested 
for silage or for fodder? What do 
1 mean by harvesting corn for fod- 
r? Do you mean corn planted as 
ick as silage corn but cut, dried, and 
ored instead of siloed? What is the 
matter with corn stubble where you 
have raised and cut the corn for grain 
or stover? And why is not corn stub- 
jie where the corn has been grown 
for grain and stover as good a seed 
bed for fall wheat as corn stubble 
where the corn has been grown for 
dry fodder or the silo?” 

\ll of which illustrates the difficulty 


making yourself perfectly under- 
stood to a man living in a far distant 
section of the country and under a 
different environment. By harvesting 
cornstalks we mean cutting them up 
by hand, or with a sled, or with a 
binder, and curing it in the shock or 
puiting it in the silo. 

Ve have not advised farmers to sow 
winter wheat in their corn where it 
was not cut or harvested, for the reason 
that the corn in the north is very 
likely to be lodged or blown about 
so that it is impossible to drill the 
wheat in between the rows with a 
one-horse drill, and for the further 
reason that much of the land is so 
weedy that it can’t be planted properly 
with the ordinary one-horse drill. If 
the corn stood up perfectly straight 
and was clear of weeds, that could be 
done, and often has been done, giving 
the grower the advantage of having 
the corn stubble, or the stub of the 
root, to catch the snow in the northern 
section and thus keep the wheat from 
freezing out and in the drier sections 
furnishing additional moisture. 

We don’t know enough about the 
conditions in Georgia to give our read- 
ers there good, sound advice. We can 
only state the principles which govern 
universally, and then allow the farmer 
to make the application that seems 
to him best under prevailing condi- 
tions. 

The reasons why we advocate sow- 
ing winter wheat on the acreage that 
has been grown to corn during the 
season and from which it has been 
removed for the silo or for fodder are, 
first, that if the land has been well 
plowed and thoroughly cultivated that 
in itself has prepared a very good 
seed bed. If this seed bed is dis- 
turbed by plowing it is not ordinarily 
possible to get the bottom of the 
furrow sufficiently compacted to hold 
moisture during the winter, and hence 
we have never seen a good crop of 
winter wheat grown on corn stubble 
that was plowed in the fall. When 
ground is plowed the roots are in the 
way and prevent the packing of the 
soil, hence under northern conditions 
we would not advise the plowing of 
corn stubble to put-it in winter wheat; 
and we don’t know any reason why 
this would not apply as well under 
southern conditions. 


rot 
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Our correspondent further asks: 
“How do you prepare the land, and 
do you not rid the ground of the corn 
stubs or roots? Would you sow broad- 
Fore n open furrows or with a corn 
rill?” 

As above stated, we don’t prepare 
the cround at-_all, for the reason that 
it is already prepared. The corn stubs 
are where they do the least damage, 
praciically none at all. We would sim- 
ply co on this land with a disk drill, 
Which plants the wheat perfectly even 
if it is weedy, as the disks cut clear 
through ordinary weeds that have not 
been fully matured at that time... A 
very heavy coating of foxtail, if the 
disks are not sharp, might interfere. 
Yet there are circumstances under 
Which foxtail acts as a mulch, and if 
it dees some harm by seeding the 
ground with a foul weed it also does 
Some good. One year on one of our 
Adair county farms we had a piece 
of land on which on account of the 
fall rains there had been a very heavy 
growth of foxtail, although it was 
clean when laid by. The tenant sent 
his boy out to drill in the wheat, and 
after he had drilled two or three acres 
Went out to see how he was getting 
along. He concluded it was a poor 
job, stopped the drill, disked the land, 
faked up and burned the foxtail, and 
then planted a week or two later. The 
result was that we had about a | 


twenty-five bushel crop on the part 
that was drilled in with foxtail and a 
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ten bushel crop on the rest, the foxtail 
acting as a mulch. We mention this 
not to advise farmers to grow foxtail, 
but to show that no man can judge 
what should be done except the man 
on the farm. A heavy rain followed 
the drilling in of that wheat, which 
completed the covering, and the fox- 
tail acted as a mulch and everything 
went on charmingly; while the late 
seeding and no mulch led to the thin 
stand, which came through the winter 
poorly and hence a poor crop. 

We don’t ever advise sowing winter 
wheat broadcast. lt should always be 
put in with a drill. Why? Because 
on a well prepared field that has been 
in oats stubble and plowed in August 
and thoroughly harrowed, or on corn 
stubble where preparation has been 
made by planting the corn, a disk 
drill will put in the wheat evenly and 
at the right depth on a firm seed bed, 
and will cover it completely. If you 
can get this done before the 25th of 
September in a northern latitude you 
stand a very good chance of harvest- 
ing a good crop. 

Bear in mind, however, that the 
essential thing is a thoroughly pre- 
pared seed bed; and when you go 
west say of central Nebraska or 
Kansas, methods of preparing that 
seed bed must differ from methods in 
eastern Kansas and still farther east. 
There are soils in the western part 
of Kansas and Nebraska that are too 
loose already, soils in which disking 
oats or wheat stubble to prepare a 
mulch, and sprout the volunteer 
wheat or oats which can be de- 
stroyed by the later harrowing, and 
then seeding on the under part of 
what would have been a furrow, will 
produce better results than by plow- 
ing and harrowing. There are soils 
that the more you disturb them the 
looser they get, and-in that case it 
doesn’t pay to plow even on stubble 
land. Here, again, the judgment of 
the farmer himself is worth more than 
that of any editor, no matter how 
much experience he may have had in 
a different environment. 

Our correspondent further asks: 
“How is it profitable to grow wheat, 
fifteen or twenty or even twenty-five 
bushels per acre, wnen we can raise 
from forty to seventy bushels of oats 
on the same ground?” 

Ordinarily it wouldn’t be profitable. 
If you can make more out of the oats 
than out of the wheat, and if you have 
experience with growing winter oats, 
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roots, and five minutes’ study will 
enable any farmer to determine 
whether it is present on his farm. 


These roots radiate in every direction 
from a common center and every few 
inches develop a bud underground, 
which comes through and forms, so to 
speak, a new plant. Simply take your 
spade and examine the thistle and see 
whether it has these roots and new 
plants coming up from it. It is this 
that m@kes the Canada thistle danger- 
ous and gives it the name in Europe 
of the “cursed” thistle.

GOVERNMENTAL CONTROL OF 
COMBINATIONS. 


A northern Iowa correspondent 


writes us: 

“It seems to me that it is an op- 
portune time to advocate the govern- 
mental control of packing houses and 
labor trusts, which are at this time 
in rebellion against good government 
as prescribed by the constitution of 
the United States. It is an uprising 
against the public which interferes 
with the peaceful pursuit of business, 
affects the whole people of the United 
States and the world at large. The 
president ought to take the whole busi- 
ness under charge and send officers 
and men enough to handle the whole 
affair. What say you?” 


Our correspondent, like a good 
many others, has bumped up against 
the great problem of modern times— 
the management of _ corporations, 
whether of labor or capital—and our 
readers will be a good dea! older be- 
fore the problem may be cuxsidered 
solved. It will vex us for many a 
long day. We would be glad if we 
were wise enough, which we are not 
by a long ways, to suggest a right 
solution of this vexing problem. 

We are just at the beginning of the 
trouble. This is a day of organiza- 
tion, and capital will be organized up 
to the limit of the ability of men to 
manage these gigantic corporations. 


; The organization of capital necessarily

correspondent has in mind, and can 
get more for them, you would raise 
oats, of course. It is not bushels that 
the farmer is after, but dollars; and 
the point with him is to grow the 
crop adapted to the locality which will 
furnish the most dollars and fits best 
into a rotation. 

Still further, this southern corre- 
spondent asks how to prepare cotton 
stalk land for wheat, or pea stubble 
land, and whether we would prepare 
it differently for wheat and oats. 

This correspondent has run us into 
a corner. 
about growing cotton. If, however, 
the cotton had been well cultivated, 
which from our obseravtion of it in 
the south a great deal of it has not, 
and a good seed bed had been pre- 
pared as it is with corn, we don’t see 
any reason why winter wheat or oats 
might not be drilled in with success. 

Keep this constantly in mind, that 
a seed bed for winter grain requires 
a firm bottom and a loose top; that 
a soil can not in a region of abundant 
rainfall ordinarily be made too firm at 
the bottom or too loose for an inch 
or two at the top, although there are 
circumstances when it might be re- 
duced to a fine dust, which is not 
nearly so desirable as what the farm- 
ers call a “crumbly” mold, a “lively” 
surface. 





HOW TO IDENTIFY THE CANADA 
THISTLE. 

We are having quite a number of 
thistles sent us lately for identifica- 
tion, usually simply a stalk and leaf. 
It is not always possible to identify 
these from this sort of sample. The 


most dangerous thistle we have is 
what is known as the Canada thistle, 
and it is easy for any farmer to 
identify this by close examination. 
Most thistles are biennial, growing 
this year, blossoming next, and then 
dying; and the way to get rid of them 


is to plow the ground and cultivate it, |

Organized industries will take the ad- 
vantage which organization affords 
and will trample upon the rights of 
the unorganized. It is the old story 
of the strong oppressing the weak. 
Modern civilization is after all but a 


| thin veneer, and when we get down 


deep enough we find the old barbaric 
blood, blood which fears at heart 
neither God, man or the other fellow, 
unless he carries a bigger stick. 

How far the general government 
can safely go in nationalizing an in- 
dustry is a very serious problem. We 
have nationalized our postoffice, our 
school system. City governments now 
own their public utilities, and in some 
cases manage them with great suc- 
cess; but even this task can’t be un- 
dertaken with safety except to the 
extent that we have developed men 
capable of serving the public honestly. 
The time may come, when we have 
a better organized civil service and a 
higher code of morality, when the gov- 
ernment will conduct our railroads. 
Until that such an undertaking would 
only corrupt the government. We 
will have to go slow on all these lines, 
and instead of ownership will have to 
substitute regulation, supervision, and 
see to it that the men who regulate 
and supervise are honest enough to be 
entrusted with such responsibilities. 

It is provoking beyond measure that 
a lot of fellows up in Chicago and other 
markets should, nominally to settle a 
question of a few cents a day, disturb 
the entire business of the farmers all 
over the United States, to say nothing 
of disturbing the entire country by the 
disorganization of these industries. 
As we stated last week, the question 
in Chicago is not the question of the 
cost of labor at all, but a question as 
to whether one organization, that of 
capital, will be able to overthrow and 
destroy another corporation or trust, 
that of labor. Possibly all that the 
government can do is to preserve 


| order and see to it that the man who 


wants to work and is satisfied with 
the wages shall have a chance to 
work; and that the man who does not 
want to work shall have a chance to 
quit without being molested either by 
strikers or strike breakers. The prob- 
lem is fast becoming acute and may 
lead to most serious consequences. 
The armies of labor are becoming 
greater each year, while at the same 
time the control of capital is passing 
into fewer hands, and it is easy to see 
that a condition may arise when the 
entire business of the country will be- 
come paralyzed until starvation on the 
one hand or bankruptcy on the other 
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brings the parties to their senses and 
forces them to realize that there is 
no right way of conducting business 
except that which was outlined in the 
Sermon on the Mount. This, in con- 
nection with other teachings of that 
old book known as the Bible, contains 
the germ of all sound political econ- 
omy as well as the methods of right 
living. 





THE DRY LAND (SOUTH DAKOTA) 
STATION. 


Our readers who have _ secured 
tickets in the land lottery in the Rose- 
bud reservation will be interested in 
a brief reference to the results of in- 


vestigations at the branch South 
Dakota station at Highmore, with a 
rainfall of sixteen and one-half inches 
per year. This station was established 
for the purpose of finding out what 
crops could be grown in a country that 
is between agricultural and ranch, sim- 
ilar in many respects to the Rosebud 
reservation. 

Briefly, the experiments show that 
on low-lying land alfalfa has done 
reasonably well, yielding two cuttings, 
a little over a ton and a half during 
the year; but on the higher lands the 
yields ran down to half a ton. Millet 
seems to have done better, yielding 
about two tons per acre. Sorghum 
runs from two to five tons of cured 
cane; corn from nothing up to 21 
bushels. Macaroni wheat, of which 
fifteen or twenty varieties were sown, 
yielded from ten to eighteen bushels 
per acre, with an average of 14.65. 
Barley of the various kinds ran from 
nothing to 27.5 bushels per acre (this 
last Minnesota No. 6), with an aver- 
age of 16.16 bushels. During the year 
the rainfall was 15.8 inches, or 1.47 
inches under normal. 





WHAT ROOTS WILL FILL TILE? 


A correspondent writes us: 

“Will the roots of box elder close 
a tile near it on high ground? Will 
rape or sorghum do the same? What 
can be done to prevent willows or 
trees closing tile?” 

There is danger of any kind of tree 
sending out a small root between the 
tile and closing it up. Therefore we 
would not allow any trees of any kind 
to grow within reach of tile drains. 
We don’t think there is much danger 
of rape or sorghum, although it is pos- 
sible that they might when the season 
is very dry and there is some moisture 
in the tile, the land rich and the 
growth of sorghum rank. The only 
way to prevent willows from closing 
tile is to cut down the willows.

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RICH LAND ON SANDY SUBSOIL. 


A Nebraska correspondent wishes 
us to answer this question: Is land 
that has two feet of good soil and 
sand underneath it capable of holding 
moisture as well as if it had a clay 
subsoil? 

Most certainly not. If the sand 
rested on clay and was always satu- 
rated with water so as to give sub- 
irrigation it would be a very fertile 
soil. Some of the best soils are of 
this character. If, however, the sand 
had no connection with permanent 
water, and especially if it were coarse, 
while it would be well drained and 
produce big crops in a country that 
had forty to fifty inches rainfall, we 
would regard this as about the poorest 
and most deceptive soil in a country 
that had only fifteen or twenty inches 
of rainfall. 

Let us go back now to first princi- 
ples. Water is held in the soil in a 


escaping into the air. 
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the reason why the volcanic soils of 
Washington and Oregon with only 
twenty inches rainfall have abundance 
of water for all kinds of crops, pro- 
vided a dust mulch is maintained on 
top so as to keep the water from 
We therefore 
would not buy for agricultural pur- 
poses any land, no matter how good 
the surface may be, if it rests on 
a bed of dry sand or coarse gravel; 
while if that sand was fine enowgh and 
reached down to water within ten or 
twelve feet, we would regard it as be- 
ing a very fertile soil. It all depends 
on the size of’ the soil grains and 
whether they reach permanent water 
or not. : 

This is the reason why we have not 
in any way encouraged our readers to 
go into the Rosebud reservation, or 
to go on highlands west of the Jim 
river in North or South Dakota; and 
have urged them in buying raw land

thin film around the soil grains. The 
greater the number of soil grains the 
greater the water-holding capacity of 
the soil. The soil particles of clay 
are exceedingly fine, hence there is 
an immense number of them, hence 
they are able to carry a great deal of 
water on their surfaces. Hence clay 
soils have great water-holding capac- 
ity because of the smallness of the 
size of the soil grains. The finer the 
sand the greater the water-holding 
capacity, and the coarser the sand 
the less. Let us once more illustrate 
it. Dip a two ounce ball in water, and 
on drawing it out you will find on 
close examination that there is a thin 
film of water around the entire ball. 
If, however, you melt this ball and 
run it into BB shot and dip them in 
water you have greatly increased the 
amount of water that will cling to the 
surface. Melt this up and run it 
down to the size of bird shot and you 
have again increased it. And so on. 
As you keep on decreasing the size 
of the shot you increase their water- 
holding capacity. 

Soil that rests on clay always holds 
water because of the exceeding fine- 
ness of the soil grains in the clay; 
while volcanic ash soils, which are 
said to be about one four hundredth 
part the size-of fine sand, hold in- 
credible amounts of water. That is 





and bore down to find out what is 
beneath, for the subsoil is quite as 
important as the top soil. There are 
said to be soils in some of the eastern 
states that suffer from drouth with 
fifty inches of rainfall while the vol- 
ecanic ash soils get along very com- 
fortably with twenty. It is not the 
amount of water alone that deter- 
mines the aridity of land, but the 
water-holding capacity of the soil 
grains or their connection with perma- 
nent water. 





A GOOD SALE PAVILION. 


We publish herewith a picture of 
the sale pavilion built about three 
years ago by the North Missouri Cattle 
Sale Association, Grundy county, Mis- 
souri. Concerning it Mr. H. J. Hughes, 
the secretary of the association, 
writes as follows: 

“The size of the building is 56x200 
feet, 50 feet of which is cut off of one 
end for the sale pavilion; this portion 
is 18 feet to the square, while the barn 
is 10 feet to the square. The barn will 
accommodate 120 head of cattle, hav- 
ing four rows of stalls, with wide cen- 
ter aisle. The stalls are 8 feet wide 
by 7 feet deep, with manager and feed 
boxes. The frame is of cedar posts, 
set on stone pillars. 8 feet apart with 
nailers of 2x8 inches, the entire build-

THE FESTIVE COCKLEBUR. 


A Clinton, Missouri, correspondent 
writes: 

“I have some oat stubble land which 
I wish to put in corn this spring. The 
land is badly infested with cockleburs 
and I would like to know when would 
be the best time to plow the land so 
as to destroy as many burs as possi- 
ble. Would August be the best time 
to turn them under? Will the seed of 
the cocklebur grow if it is plowed 
under before it turns brown?” 

The proper thing tv do is to mow 
the ground when the cockleburs begin 
to blossom. Then, to be sure, rake 
them up and burn them. Then plow 
under before there is time for them 
to send out new shoots and railroad 
seed through before frost, which they 
will certainly do if let alone. 

Of course cockleburs will grow if 
plowed under after the seed is formed. 
It don’t need to get ripe. There is a 
tradition among farmers that one 
bur grows this year and one next. 
We don’t think it is more than a tra- 
dition, although it may be. Any seed 
will grow if it has moisture enough to 
soak it up, with enough heat and air.

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THE STOCK YARDS STRIKE 
The stock yards strike still con- 


tinues, involving frightful losses to 
the laborers, to the packers, to the 
railroads, to the general business of 
the country, and above all else to the 
farmers who have live stock to ship. 
At the present writing (August 5th) 
there is no immediate prospect of set- 
tlement. The packers are determined 
to break down the union, and reject 
all propositions for a settlement. The 
butchers are equally firm in their posi- 
tion. They are willing to go back on 
the terms offered by the packers a few 
days after the strike began. They 
were willing a week ago, and from 
present indications they are quite as 
willing now. They assured us when 
we were there a week ago that they 
would give even better terms. It is 
not therefore now a question of wages, 
but a question as to whether’ the 
packers’ combination or trust will win 
over the labor combination. 

The farmers are the chief sufferers. 
Notwithstanding that it is claimed by 
the packers that the strike is over so 
far as they are concerned, there was 
enough live stock of every kind in on 
Monday (August ist) to supply the 
packers for the whole week. They 
are begging farmers to hold back their 
cattle and thus avoid a glut and the 
inevitable lower prices, which is sim- 
ply asking them to stand the losses 
involved in feeding live stock, and 
particularly cattle after they are ready 
to go, while they settle their contro- 
versy with the labor union. If there 
had been no disposition on the part 
of the laborers to settle the strike 
and return to work on terms which 
were regarded as mutually satisfac- 
tory, feeders and shippers over the 
entire country might bear it with sorthe 
degree of patience. Under the cir- 
cumstances they do well to hold the 
packers responsible for the heavy 
losses which they are now sustaining. 
These losses are simply so much 
tribute that they are paying to one 
of the worst monopolies that ever 
cursed the country. In saying this 
we have no _ justification for the 
butchers who refused to live up to 
their contract. Whether the bargain 
was good ar bad it should have been 
observed, the more so because it was 
a poor time to strike. There is a per- 
ceptible decline in business all over 
the United States, and, we might add, 
over the civilized world. The South 
African war and the present war in 
Asia have involved frightful loss 
of capital and a frightful increase of 
taxation, which must come necessarily 
out of the net profits and which de- 
crease seriously the ability of the pub- 
lic to purchase, and the result is neces- 
sarily a decline in the productive 
capacity, especially of manufacturing 
establishments, the world over. This 
involves the throwing of labor out of 
employment and the lowering of the 
wages of those that remain. The 
strike was therefore untimely. 

What the result will be no man 
can safely predict. It would seem, 
however, that one result must be the 
still greater development of independ- 
ent packing houses, and to that extent 
the curbing of the power of what is 
known as the packing house combina- 
tion. Sooner or later good will come 
out of all this evil. If the railroads

It is continued in 
power by the excessive rents given 
to the packers for the use of their 
refrigerator cars. The, railroads have 
certainly had sufficient experience to 
teach them that there is no real good 
comes to them from violating the laws 
of the United States. 





THE FROST DANGER TO THE 
CORN CROP. 


The corn crop is sufficiently well 
advanced at this date (August 6th) to 
justify the prediction that barring an 
untimely frost Iowa and Nebraska and 
the central portion of Illinois will have 
a good average crop, and under very 
favorable conditions more than an 
average crop. So far as we can learn 
this territory with South Dakota, 
some sections of Kansas and north- 
west Missouri, comprises the best corn 
in the United States, or at least in 
the western states. It will generally 
be conceded that it is somewhat late 
for the season. Farmers, however, 
differ in this, some maintaining that 
it has attained an average develop- 
ment, some that it is two weeks late, 
but most observers putting it from 
six to eight days late. Over most of 
the territory mentioned the soil is so 
well supplied with moisture that there 
is but little danger of an August 
drouth. While the stand is not com- 
plete and while there is a great deal 
of unevenness in the stalk, and while 
so far as we have observed there is 
an unusual amount of smut, neverthe- 
less, barring the danger of frost, we 
are likely to have corn to sell and to 
keep. The date, therefore, of killing 
frost becomes a very interesting sub- 
ject: 

At Des Moines the earliest killing 
frost from 1878 to 1902 occurred on 
September 12, 1878; the next on Sep- 
tember 13, 1890; and the latest on 
November 7, 1880. The difference be- 
tween the dates of the latest killing 
frost in the spring and the earliest 
killing frost in the autumn vary from 
141 days in 1895 to 210 days in 1880 
and 1881, with an average of 171 days. 
At Davenport the average is 174, in 
Sioux City 145, and at Keokuk 190. 

By a “killing” frost is meant a frost 
that kills everything; not a frost 
which kills the pumpkin vines and the 
corn on the low lands, but one which 
puts a complete stop to all vegetable 
growth. 

In Nebraska light frosts have oc- 
curred in the very last days of August 
and in several years during the first 
half of September, while such frosts, 
and in some years more severe ones, 
are to be expected during the last half 
of September. The data for the last 
fifteen years from the Nebraska sta- 
tions indicate that the date of the 
first killing frost in the greater por- 
tion of the corn belt of that state is 
October 3d. from five to eight days 
earlier in the northwestern portion 
and as much later in the southeast- 
ern portion. In 1863 a killing frost 
occurred August 25th. With this ex- 
ception the earliest date is September 
12th, while in only eight of the forty- 
six years in which reports have been 
kept has a killing frost occurred be- 
fore September 20th, and in thirteen 
of these years it did not occur until 
October 10th. 

Corn has given its attention up to 
the first of August to getting ready 
for business. Four-fifths of the dry 
matter must be manufactured, put in 
position, between that date and the 
first killing frost. If this is delayed 
until the first of October, and we have 
normal temperature, with the amount 
of moisture in the soil corn will give 
a surprisingly good account of itself. 
From this time on, as indeed it has 
been all year, corn will be a weather 
crop.

CHANCE TO ATTEND 
THE FAIR. 


The state fair season is upon us. 
Notwithstanding the attractions of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. 
Louis, the state fairs are likely to be 
well attended this year, and the ex- 
hibits will no doubt be as large, as 
varied, and as interesting as ever. 
There is no reason why there should 
not be a full attendance at the fairs 
all over these western states. 

We desire now to make a plea to 
each individual farmer who has boys 
and girls of suitable age to encourage 


them to attend the state fair. The 
farmer and his wife have often been 
at fairs before. There is nothing par- 
ticularly new, striking or novel to 
them. They are accustomed to being 
away from home. It is quite different 
with the average farm boy or girl. 
Without going back to their childhood 
recollections they can scarcely realize 
the keen desire of the farm boy and 
girl to escape from the seclusion of 
the farm and see something of the 
great world of men and things beyond 
its precincts. 

There is no better piace for them to 
see the world than the well conducted 
state or county fair. We say “well 
conducted,” for there are county and 
district fairs which boys and girls 
should not attend; fairs where they 
will get inoculated with the “get-rich- 
quick” idea in the form of gambling; 
fairs where lewdness is allowed to 
disport itself, and not always in dis- 
gusting form. The young boy or girl 
should not be allowed or encouraged 
to attend such fairs as these. 

The moral character of the state 
fairs has been gradually improving 
from year to year. Their educational 
value has been very greatly in- 
creased. We assume that the boys 
have worked well during the plowing 
and corn planting and corn cultivating, 
and have done bravely through the 
heat and sweat of the harvest; and 
now that the corn is laid by, the har- 
vest is gathered, and there is a time 
of leisure on the farm, let them have 
a chance to get away from home and 
see what is going on outside the pre- 
cincts of the farm. Encourage them, 
however, to see things with their eyes 
open. Let them visit the stock judg- 
ing and see on what grounds the judge 
distributes the ribbons. Let them get 
the ideal animal firmly in their minds 
and thus learn the defects of the live 
stock at home. Let them visit the 
dairy department and note the best 
methods of handling milk and cream, 
the most modern improvements. Let 
them visit the agricultural department 
and note all that is best in the exhibi- 
tion of the products of the farm. Let 
them visit especially the horticultural 
department and note its possibilities. 

Don't be afraid the boy will become 
contaminated by this contact with 
boys and girls from the state over. 
If he has good blood in his veins and 
is well trained at home there is com- 
paratively little danger. He will learn 
how to associate with kindred spirits, 
and will come home tired in body but 
refreshed in mind, and will carry with 
him an idea of what is going on in 
this great world outside. He will be 
able to tell you more things than you 
would probably see if you were there 
yourself. You have seen them before; 
they fail to make an impression upon 
you, but they are all fresh and new 
to him. He is perhaps a closer ob-

BARN YARD GRASS. 


A northern Iowa _ correspondent 
writes asking if the so-called water 
grass or barn yard grass is injurious 
to stock if fed as hay. He notices that 
his cattle like it. 

When cattle are fond of anything 
it may be inferred that it is good for 
them. In fact, we would rather take 
the old cow’s opinion as to the value 
of any feed in general than the chem- 
ist’s. In many states barn yard grass 
(Panicum Crus-galli) is a cultivated 
grass, though usually regarded as a 
weed in the west. It forms quite a 
considerable element of the grass in 
the sloughs and cornfields in the 
Mississippi and Missouri bottoms. It 
has been grown as a crop at the Hatch 
Experiment Station, in Massachusetts, 
reaching seven feet in height and quite 
uniform, and yielding as much as five 
and a half tons of hay per acre besides 
over sixty bushels of seed. 

The chemical analyses seem to vary. 
The plant seems to be very rich in 
ash in all sections, and to have a com- 
paratively low protein or flesh-forming 
content in the south, and quite rich 
in the north. It has a large amount 
of crude fiber, a reasonable amount 
of fat in the northern sections, while 
the carbohydrates are quite uniform 
whether grown west, south, or north. 
Where you have a_ considerable 
amount of this barn yard grass cut it 
for hay before the seeds are ripe, or 
put it green in your silo, if you have 
one.

THE SIN OF THE PACKERS. 


Much has been said in years past 
of the sins of the packing combina- 
tion in Chicago and other points in 
the west. It has been alleged that 
these various firms have combined to 
reduce prices of cattle on the one 
hand, and to advance the price of 
dressed meats on the other, and that 
there was entirely too wide a differ- 
ence between the price of live stock 
and dressed meats. The packers have 
made answer that their business is 
simply converting live stock into meat 
products; that they have devised a 
system by which they can make the 
very best use of all the offal; that 
they have the best system of distribu- 
tion in the whole world; that they 
can sell the dressed beef or pork or 
other packing house products at a 
lower price than they can be prepared 
under the old system; and that there- 
fore instead of being enemies to the 
public weal they are public benefac- 
tors. They claim that the price of 
their products is determined by the 
price of live stock in the various mar- 
kets; that they have a recognized mar- 
gin of profit, which they claim to be 
reasonable; and that if any injustice 
is being done or extortion practiced 
the retailers of their produce are the 
guilty parties. They claim that the 
high prices prevailing are for the best 
cuts, of which in the very nature of 
things the animal furnishes but a lim- 
ited portion, and that if purchasers 
knew the value of the: lower priced 
cuts and knew how to cook them to 
advantage, there would be no real 
grounds for complaint. 

This is the packers’ position, and 
there is much to be said in favor of 
their statement. A good deal of the 
ammunition that has been expended 
on the packers’ trust or combination 
has not been of the right sort, nor 
has it been well aimed. The sin of 
the packers is not in selling their 
products at wholesale at an exorbitant 
price, but in using their power (the 
power which always goes with large 
capital skillfully handled) to violate 
the laws of the land in securing lower 
rates on railroads and in using the 
same capital to crush out competition. 

There is poetic justice, a sort of 
divine retribution in the effort of the 
butchers’ combination to run the busi- 
ness of the packers. They are doing 
just what the packers have been doing 
in all this broad land in attempting 
to run the business of the butchers 
and packing houses of small capital. 
Both are grave wrongs and neither 
one can excuse the other. 

The magnitude of their business has 
enabled the packing house combine to 
secure rebates of the railroads and 
thus center this great business affect- 
ing the welfare of the whole people in 
afew hands at favored packing points 
in the west. The result is that rail- 
road companies stand in absolute fear 
of this combination. If any line of 
railroad offends the packing house 
combination, the latter can, without 
Saying a word, so divert their traffic 
as to interfere very seriously with 
the business of that railroad. Hence 
the timidity which the railroads have 
shown in dealing with the different 
phases of the controversy between the 
farmers on the one hand and _ the 
butchers’ combination on the other. 
The packers carry a big club, which 
the railroads have put in their hands 
by giving them rebates heretofore; 





and there is poetic justice and divine 
retribution in this also. 

The packers can, if they wish, abso- 
lutely dominate and control the com- 
mission men at these various yards; 
and this explains the fact that with 
scarcely an exception, if indeed there 
be a single one, the commission men 
have stood by the packers. If a com- 
mission man offends a packer, no 
words pass between them, but the 
packer will not buy from that com- 
mission man for perhaps a year to 
come. While in Chicago last week we 
heard of cases in which this punish- 
ment was inflicted on. commission men. 
This explains the tone of some of the 
various papers in these packing house 
centers. The managers of these 





cent of the rate on dressed beef, al- 
most reversing the rule which prevails 
from Chicago east. In other words, 
going east from Chicago the rate on 
live stock is about 50 per cent less 
than on meat, while from Missouri 
river points to Chicago it is 27 per 
cent greater. We cite this as an il- 
lustration of the power of the packing 
houses to dominate and control rates 
of railroad transportation. We may 
refer to this again and show the 
reasonableness of the proportionate 
rates from Chicago east. We refer to 
it now simply as an illustration of the 
power of men doing a large business 
to dominate and control the rates of 
transportation on the highways of the 
country.

As an illustration of how the pack- 
ers dominate the railroads let us cite 
this fact known to all men, that the 
rate on packing house products and 
dressed ‘beef from the Missouri river 
when destined for points east is 18% 
cents, and to Chicago for consumption 
20 cents; while the rate on live cattle 
from the same point to Chicago is 23% 
cents. ‘This rate was made by one of 
the railroads and all other railroads 
had to conform to it, and the public 
assumes it to be just. 

If our readers will turn to the last 
Year Book of the Department of Agri- 
culture and note the rates which pre- 
vail on these products from Chicago 
east, they will learn something that 
may be of interest: The average rate 
on cattle from Chicago to New York 
for the year 1903 was 28 cents a hun- 
dred pounds, on hogs and sheep 30 
cents; while the rate on dressed beef 
and hogs both in refrigerator and com- 
mon cars was 45 cents. In other 
words, the rate on dressed beef and 
dressed hogs was 150 per cent of the 
rate on hogs and sheep, and nearly 
160 per cent of the rate on cattle. The 
rate from Missouri river points to Chi- 
cago on live stock is about 127 per 





In short, the packing house com- 
bination whether it be in legal form 
or illegal (which the courts must 
eventually determine) occupies a posi- 
tion very similar to that of the rob- 
ber barons of the middle ages, who 
could levy toll at their own sweet will 
on all passersby; and so long as this 
condition of things exists in any coun- 
try its prosperity can not be _ con- 
sidered as on a sound basis. The 
farmer will never get his own until 
all parties, whether farmer, manufac- 
turer or transporter, have equal rights 
on the railroads, which are the great 
highways of the country. No great 
trust or combination can exist or cin 
maintain itself unless in some way it 
secures special privileges over the 
great lines of transportation. This, 
and not the arbitrary advance in the 
price of dressed meats over the cost 
of raw material, is the greatest sin of 
the packing house combination.

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SOME POINTS IN WHEAT 
GROWING. 


The Oklahoma Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station has recently issued Press 
Bulletin No. 110, containing some mat- 
ters which will be of considerable in- 
terest to the winter wheat growers 
in the central and especially in the 
southern part of our territory. There 
is a constant tendency in the great 
wheat growing districts to keep on 
growing wheat year after year with- 
out the application of manure; and 
the question is: How long can they 
farm profitably on this method; or, 
in other words, how soon will the land 
begin to wear out? 

The station in 1893 selected an acre 
of virgin soil and cropped it continu- 
ously in wheat for five years without 
manure or fertilizer. It then divided 
it into two equal portions, and applied 
to one-half in ’98 15 tons of barn yard 
manure, and another application of 11 
tons in ’99. Since then no manure or 
other fertilizer has been applied to 
either, and both have been cropped 
continuously in wheat ever since. In 
the summer of ’03 these two plats 
were plowed July 29th to a depth of 
seven inches and put in a good tilth 
by thorough cutivation, and both plats 
seeded to Fultz wheat at the rate of 
one and a half bushels to the acre. 
The yield on the manured plat this 
year was 15.7 bushels per acre; on 
the unmanured 12.6 bushels. The 
average number of bushels per acre 
for the six years since the manure was 
applied on one plat was 27.6 on that 
plat and 17.7 on the unmanured plat. 
The total bushels produced on the 
manured plat was 165.8 and on the 
unmanured 106.3. The manured plat 
yielded 12.45 tons of straw in six 
years and the unmanured 6.6. The 
bulletin states: 

“The difference in the yield for the 
past year is not very large, yet in 
view of the fact that no manure or 
fertilizer has been applied to Plat 1 
for five years, 3.1 bushels remain in 
favor of this manured plat.” 

It will be seen from this that the 
value of manure is not exhausted even 
in five years, and that the manure 
thus applied so far has yielded almost 
60 bushels of wheat per acre over that 
which has been farmed without ma- 
nure. It would be interesting to know 
how much of this increase is due to 
the fertility given by the manure and 
how much to improvement in the 
physical condition of the land. 

The station has also carried on an 
experiment with wheat in rotation 
both with and without manure. For 
this purpose it selected four half acre 
plats, applied manure to two of them 
at the rate of 14 tons per acre in the 
spring of 1902, and used in the rota- 
tion castor beans, Kaffir corn, cotton, 
and oats, and the last year wheat and 
soy beans. They were all planted to 
Fultz wheat September 19th at the 
rate of a bushel and a half to the 
acre. The manured gave 19.7 bushels 
per acre and the unmanured 17.2, thus 
showing a difference of two and one- 
half bushels per acre in the manured 
ground. 

Another interesting experiment, and 
one which will attract the attention of 
our readers most, is one to determine 
the relative values in that locality of 
early, medium, and late plowing. The 
early plowing was done July 18th, the 
medium August 14th, and the late Sep- 
tember 17th. The early plowing this 
year yielded 15.25 bushels per acre, 
medium plowing 12.54, late plowing 
7.51. The average for the five years 
was 27.5 on the early, medium 24.16, 
late 22.5. 

Another experiment was to deter- 
mine the value of early, medium, and 
late seeding, the early September 15th, 
medium October 15th, and the late 
November 15th. (Remember that this 
is in the latitude of Oklahoma.) Early 
seeding gave a yield of 10.41 bushels 
in 1904, 27.57 the average for five 
years; the medium 13.24 and 27.49, 
respectively; the late seeding 8.01 this 
year, and an average of 17.37 for four 
years. The disadvantage of the early 
seeding is the danger from the 
Hessian fly, and of the late seeding 
danger of the crop not being fully 
established before winter. 

Still another experiment was that 
of varieties, in which the Turkey 
(what we know as Turkish Red) gave 
the highest yield, 16.32 bushels, the 
experiment being confined to this sea- 
son. Next came Missouri Blue Stem, 
15.76; New Golden, 15.40; and so on 
down to the Fulcaster, 10.2 bushels. 
The Big Frame and Zimmerman, that 
yield so well in Nebraska, were less 
than 10 bushels; macaroni wheat, 8.35. 
Thus it will be seen that varieties

The American Percheron Horse 
Breeders’ and Importers’ Association 
have issued the circular letter which 
we reprint below and have sent it to 
all Percheron breeders so far as they 
have their addresses. We have en- 
tire confidence in the officers of this 
association and believe that their 
signed statement correctly sets forth 
the situation of the Percheron horse 
registry business at the present time. 
It will be seen from the statement 
given below and from the bill of sale 


which is also reproduced that the 
American Percheron Horse Breeders’ 
and Importers’ Association has sole 
possession of the records of the old 
Percheron association and that it is 
the only association which has records 
of this kind. All who are interested in 
Percheron horses should read the fol- 
lowing carefully: 


Mr. Samuel D. Thompson, of Chicago, 
Illinois, has sold to this company all 
records of pedigrees made or kept up 
by him personally or under the assumed 


“American Percheron Horse 
Association,’’ and those records 
in our possession, 

This announcement is made to the 
public in view of the circular letter now 
being sent out over the signature of Mr. 
Thompson, stating that after July 1, 1904, 
he will record horses in the name of 
the American Percheron Horse Breeders’ 
Association at reduced rates. Mr. Thomp- 
son has no right to issue certificates under 
that name, as the court has time and 
again decided. 

For the information of the public, we 
attach an exact copy of the bill of sale 
made by Mr. Thompson to this associa- 
tion on the 9th of May last. Mr. Thomp- 
son, pursuant to the bill of sale, turned 
over to our association all the records 
in his possession, and in the bill of sale 
agreed to refrain from registering Per- 
cheron horses for a period of ten (10) 
years and agreed to turn over to us all 
letters and applications for registration 
which should be received by him.

Mr. Thompson now has no records or 
data from which the pedigrees of Per- 
cheron horses can be investigaed. All 
the data and records which were orig- 
inally in Thompson’s possession are 
now in our possession and we have now 


all records and original data in the 
United States pertaining to the  pedi- 
grees of Percheron horses, including the 
original applications, affidavits, and cor- 
respondence which were received by 
Thompson from time to time while he 
was registering. horses and claiming to 
be the secretary of the American Per- 
cheron Horse Breeders’ Association. 

Mr. Thompson seeks to mislead the 
public by the statement that the 
appellate court in Illinois had rendered 
a sweeping decision in his favor. The 
appellate court did nothing of the kind. 
On a technical matter, without deciding 
its merits, it sent the case back to the 
circuit court for re-hearing, and it has 
again been heard on an application for 
an injunction. Parties interested in the 
Percheron Registry Company of Ohio 
joined Thompson and others as com- 
plainants and were made parties to the 
litigation.

FATTENING POULTRY. 


The packing houses are making a 
better profit on the farmer’s chickens 
than the farmer himself. This be- 
cause they take the chickens” when 
half grown, and the danger point 
passed, and by fattening place in three 
weeks a couple of pounds of edible 
meat on the framework which the 
farmer has taken three months to get 
to the selling point, and receive for the 
fattened chicken, the finished product, 
the top price on the market. Why 
does not the farmer get some of this 
profit for himself? It is not neces- 
sary to have a cramming machine in 
order to fatten chickens for market. 
Try a pen in the following way, weigh 
them before and after the fattening 
period, sell some unfatted chickens of 
the same age at the same time, and 
figure the profit, We do not mean 
to say that a farmer could take two 
fatted and two unfatted chickens to 
market and get an advance in price 
for the fat ones because few buyers 
make any discrimination for small 
lots, but the trade in fries is like that 
of any other of the spring products— 
it is the first on the market that 
brings the highest price. The man 
who by fattening can bring his fries 
on the market the first of June will 
get from eight to ten cents more per 
pound than the man who comes in 
the first of August. Where hatches 
were late it is wise to rush the mar- 
ket chickens on fattening rations to 
catch the cream of the prices. The 
Canadian breeders are paying special 
attention to fattening chickens for the 
English market. The following direc- 
tions for the process given by Mr. 
James Robertson, Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Dairying for Canada, 
will be of interest and value: 

“First—The best breeds for the pur- 
pose are the Wyandottes, Rocks, 
Cochins, and Brahmas. Second—The 
process should not cover -more than 
four weeks. Third—Go lightly the 
first week. Fourth—After the first 
week force them with all they will 
eat twice a day. Fifth—Finely ground 
oats with hulls removed stirred into 
skimmed or sour milk makes the best 
fattening ration. See that the oats 
are ground very fine. Sixth—Skim- 
milk fattens, and whitens the flesh. 
Seventh—Add a little salt. Eighth— 
Water the chickens twice a day. 
Ninth—Don’t forget to furnish grit. 
Tenth—Feed tallow the last week or 
ten days. Begin with a pound a day 
to 100 chicks, and increase to twice 
as much. Eleventh—Mix the tallow 
as follows: Weigh a quantity suffi- 
cient for three days. Melt it. While 
hot mix it with ground oats enough 
so that you can handle it easily. Mix 
one-sixth of this with the morning 
meal and one-sixth of it with the even- 
ing meal.” 

There is just about three times as 
much edible meat on a fattened chick 
as on one that is unfattened. The 
time is passing when buyers expect 
and are willing to take a mere carcass 
for a spring chicken. You can put 
a pound of meat on a chicken cheaper 
than on a hog, and it will bring from 
twice to three times as much. p 

Some growers use fattening crates, 
each crate 61% feet long, 1% feet high, 
and 1% feet wide. The bottom is of 
slats three-fourths of an inch apart, 
which allows the droppings to fall 
through. As many as twelve fowls 
are fatted in a crate. A V-shaped feed- 
ing trough is held by notched boards 
in front of the slatted front of the 
crate. The birds are watched and 
treated for lice. 





THE BACK YARD FANCIER. 


It is noticeable in looking over the 
winners in poultry shows large and 
small that a large number of the prize 
winners come from the yards of the 
small breeder, many of them from 
breeders who have but a few fowls, 
possibly a single pen in the back yard 
of a town lot. These back yard 
fanciers are found in all walks of life. 
I can think of three doctors, one dent- 
ist, one banker, and several merchants 
who keep a pen of fine fowls as a 
diversion. Many of these are winners 
of prizes at different shows, and all 
of them sell eggs for hatching, raising 
but enough chickens to keep up their 
number. The extra care chickens kept 
and raised as pets get over the farm 
fowl in a large measure offsets what 
they lose by limited range. The back

yard fancier is a force to be reckoned 
with. He does not affect the prices 
of show or market fowls, but he does 
much towards keeping up the stand- 
ard. His well kept, carefully handled 
pets show a development of form, a 
beauty of plumage which the farmer’s 
fowls seldom attain. He shows the 
farmer what can be done, gives him 
a pattern to follow, and the farmer’s 
wife, when she has the time, can, with 
her superior range, make an improve- 
ment on that pattern. 





TUBERCULOSIS. 


In every flock of poultry is found 
at some time a bird that is affected 
with tuberculosis. The eyes and head 
first show the symptoms, being 
sunken, dead looking, and pale in 
color, the face sometimes having a 
yellow cast. The breastbone of a 
chicken affected with tuberculosis 
seemingly has not a particle of flesh 
on it, and the entire body is nothing 
but feathers and carcass. At times 
there is a diarrhoea, and again the 
joints of the legs and wings enlarge. 
Nodules are present on the internal 
organs, sometimes ulcerous’ sores 
break out on the outside of the body. 
There is no cure. 

More often than not we believe this 
disease may be traced to filthy roost- 
ing quarters. Young chickens occupy- 
ing the brood coops after weaning usu- 
ally roost on the floor of the coop, and 
in the rush of summer work this is 
frequently uncleaned for weeks. Even 
where the coop has no bottom but is 
moved from day to day it is often 
neglected. The chicks breathe the 
air from the droppings, if they get wet 
the odor increases in offensiveness, 





the chicks are growing, and in a short 
time have outgrown the early quar- 
ters. If filth and overcrowding are 
combined the weaker constitutions are 
sure to succumb to disease or become 
worthless runts. A sick or weakly 
fowl is a menace to the flock. Better 
shut up all the brood coops and have 
the chicks roosting in the weeds or 
trees than being poisoned by their 
own filth. Where it is certain that 
birds have died from tuberculosis the 
bodies should be burned and the 
grounds disinfected with a five per 
cent solution of carbolic acid. Expose 
as much of the building and yards as 
possible to the sunlight. Sunshine 
is our best disinfectant. 





SOME LITTLE THINGS. 
In washing white birds for the 
shows be careful to use soap that is 
free from resin. Bathe them just long 


enough before the show to allow the 
plumage to get thoroughly dry and 
permit the fowl to dress its feathers 
as it only knows how. Clean the 
shanks with a toothpick, getting out 
every particle of sand or dirt. Per- 
fectly clean straw furnishes a good 
bed for the fowl after washing. A 
soft sponge wet in diluted vinegar im- 
proves the comb and wattles. Ac- 
custom the birds to handling before 
cooping. The friendly bird shows off 
to best advantage.

HERNIA IN COLT. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

An Indiana subscriber asks for in- 
formation concerning rupture at the 
navel. 

Umbilical hernia is of quite frequent 
occurrence and usually readily yields 
to proper treatment. The hernia may 
be present at birth or appear soon 
after. As the umbilical opening closes 
with the growth of the foal the hernial 
tumor does not usually first appear 
until after the colt reaches a few 
weeks of age. 

In all cases treatment should begin 
early, as the result is much more sat- 
isfactory than where it is delayed. 
There are several satisfactory modes 
of treatment but all are more easily 
carried out by the aid of a good veter- 
inary surgeon. The method adopted 
depends somewhat upon the individual 
case but the most common treatment 
is to apply a clamp over the loose 
bunch of skin left after returning the 
intestinal mass into the abdominal 
cavity. The clamp is put on_ suffi- 
ciently tight to insure an adhesion be- 
tween the two folds on inclosed skin 
but not sufficiently tight to cause rapid 
sloughing of the mass of skin included 
in the clamp. The swelling caused by 
the clamp holds back the hernial mass 
and by the time the folds of skin 
have adhered the umbilical ring is 
closed and the case cured. Where 
early treatment is carried out the re- 
sult is always good in any animal.

ize that a man who makes a business 
of producing some good kind of seed 
can do it to better advantage than one 
who has his attention occupied with 
other interests. They are accordingly 
willing to pay a good price for seed 
that they can depend upon. 

What is needed is more men who 
will raise a pure variety of wheat, 
corn, etc., and who will take pains to 
keep pure and improve these crops. 
There is a good opportunity for those 
who are fitted by inclination and loca- 
tion for handling such an enterprise 
to make money raising seed wheat. 
Once a reputation as a grower of re- 
liable seed of purity and good quality 
is established a good price may be 
asked for every bushel of seed sold. 
The Kansas farmers and millers who 
imported seed wheat from Crimea at 
great expense a few years ago are well 
pleased with their investment. They 
found that it is profitable to pay a 
good price for good seed. But there 
is no reason why as good seed can not 
be proéuced in this region as can be 
grown in Crimea. In confirmation of 
this I may say that the Turkish Red 
wheat we have been growing at the 
experiment station yielded as well as 
the imported Crimean when the two 
were grown side by side. 

There are farmers in this region 





who are now raising wheat of good 
quality, and who by paying strict at- 
tention to improving their wheat and 
by making to at least a certain extent 
a special feature of growing seed 
wheat and advertising it could build 
up a profitable business.

FIRST PRIZE ARTICLE. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

Do you know that a good way to 
freshen a wash dress that, is badly 
mussed but not soiled is to dissolve 
a little cold starch in water, wet a 
cloth in this, and dampen a portion of 
the dress at a time, and then press 
with a hot iron? It can be done this 
way several times before it needs 
washing. 

Where ice is a luxury try immers- 
ing the butter (dish and all) in water 
fresh from the well about haif an hour 
before meal time. 

Powdered borax is splendid to use 
in water for washing windows. 

For making fly brushes save the 
butt ends of broken buggywhips and 
the tough paper meal sacks. Open the 
sacks, cut in inch strips until within 
three inches of one end. Wind the 
uncut part around the small end of 
the stick and tack enough to keep in 
place. Tie a string around the handle 
to hang up by, and. you have an “in- 
strument of warfare” that is light, dur- 
able, and useful. 

Here is the best way I have learned 
of teaching young chicks to roost in 
the hen house. A short time before 
the hen leaves the chicks put them 
in a coop in the hen house. Keep the 
hen penned for two or three days, 
allowing the chicks to run. Feed and 
water them there. With a little driv- 
ing for a night or two (or perhaps 
without) they will go there to roost, 
and when the hen leaves her flock they 
will go to the hen house to roost with- 
out further trouble.

RECIPES. 


Spiced Crabs: I am a new writer for 
your page, but am not a new reader. AS 
I was just reading Aunt Susan's reply 
to the city reader I noticed she didn’t 
give the spiced crab recipe. I will send 
mine, but as our crabs are the large red 
ones she may have the same trouble as 
before. I take the nicest ones, cut out 
the blossom end, then take enough vin- 
egar (not too strong) to cover them, 
sweeten, put in a few whole cloves and 
stick cinnamon, and let boil. I never 
make a syrup; if it is wanted it must be 
made before the fruit is put in. Drop in 
the crabs and let them boil five minutes. 
Put in sealed cans. I use half gallon 
glass jars. Be sure they are covered 
with the vinegar or the top ones will not 
get soft. Cherries are fine spiced this 
way instead of cooking them. Théy must 
be put in the jar and the vinegar poured 
over them so they will keep their shape. 
It is so nice to open a can and pull out 
a nice bunch of big, plump cherries. Who 
said tapioca pudding? Bake your tapioca 
once, and, to my notion, you will never 
boil it again. The way I make mine is 
with one cup tapioca, one cup sugar, 
milk enough to cover it. If I think about 
it the night before I want it I prepare 
it then; if I don’t, I do it when I get 
breakfast. If I make it at this time I 
set it on the stove as it soaks quicker 
when warm. About half past 9 o’clock 
in the morning I beat together two eggs, 
a pinch of salt, half a teaspoonful of 
vanilla extract, and mix it with the tap- 
ioca. It may take more milk. Then bake 
it an hour and a half. Then I put it in 
the cellar to cool.—Miss Ethel Gulick, 
Nemaha county, Kansas. 


Spiced Apples: As I have seen no re- 
ply to the lady asking for a recipe for 
spiced apples I will send mine. Use 


Whitney crabs whole or any firm, sweet | 


apple cut in halves and cored; one quart 
of vinegar, one quart granulated sugar, 
one rounding teaspoon mixed _ pickle 
spices; boil together; put spices in loose 
or tie in cloth, as preferred; drop apples 
in, and allow to simmer until transpar- 
ent and tender. If large, sweet apples 
are pared and cut in halves and cooked 
in this syrup they resemble _ spiced 
peaches. The more apples you have the 
more syrup you will need, but these are 
the proportions. Apples prepared in this 
way will keep without sealing, but I 
always seal them.—Cousin Minnie. 
* *~ 7” 


Ideal Tapioca Pudding: Soak half a 
cup of granulated tapioca half an hour 
in a pint of cold water, then: put it in 
a saucepan and let it boil slowly for 
twenty minutes, till transparent like 
cooked starch. If it becomes too thick 
add a little boiling water. In a double 
boiler bring a quart of milk to boiling 
point with the yellow rind of half a 
lemon and a pinch of salt added. Beat 
the yolks of six eggs with a cup of sugar 
and add very slowly to the milk, stirring 
till smooth and creamy but not allowing 
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it to boil. When thick remove from the 
fire and add the tapioca, blending thor- 
oughly. Pour all into a pudding dish, 
beat the whites to a-stiff froth with three 
tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar and a 
teaspoonful of vanilla. Spread this over 
the pudding, brown highly in the oven, 
and serve very cold. The pudding re- 
quires no baking, and is delicious. 

Jelly Roll: Three eggs beaten thor- 
oughly, one cup of sugar, one cup of 
flour (stir well together), two teaspoons 
of baking powder. Put in flour; roll up 
while hot.—A Reader.

Pickled Crabs: Seeing a request some 
time ago for a recipe for pickled crabs, I 
will send mine, which is splendid. I use 
only the Transcendent Siberian No. 16 
for pickling, as they are such a lovely 
color. They must be well matured and 
carefully hand-picked, care being taken 
to leave the stems on. One by one they 
must be carefully inspected by removing 
the flower of the apple with a sharp 
knife to see that the core is perfect. 
Then wash well, after which they will be 
ready for the pickling process. Take a 
granite or porcelain kettle; use one-third 
sugar to two-thirds vinegar. If your 
vinegar is very strong dilute with a little 
water. Set over a brisk fire to boil, and 
when it has reached the boiling point 
add whole all-spice, cloves, and cinna- 
mon buds. Never use the bark, as that 
turns the syrup as well as the fruit dark. 
Let them boil until the rinds_ burst. 
Remove from fire and seal at once. They 
will keep for ten years if properly sealed; 
in fact, they improve with age. The 
amount of spices to be used will vary 
to suit the taste, and everyone must use 
her own judgment in that respect.—Mrs. 
Jessie Waltz. .

Sweet Pickles: I’ve been waiting a 
long time for some one to tell how to 
make those tip-top sweet pickles, so have 
come to the conclusion that I’m the only 
one that knows. Crabs, eight pounds; 
sugar, three and one-half pounds; vin- 
egar, one quart; cinnamon bark (un- 
ground), one ounce; cloves (unground), 
one-half ounce. Boil the sugar, vinegar, 
and spices (tied in muslin bags) together; 
put in just enough crabs to cover top 
of vinegar. When tender remove with 
skimmer to stone jar. When crabs are 
all used boil down syrup and pour over. 
Sweet crabs are the very best for pickles; 
they won't mush. Transcendents taste 
good, but you have to watch rather close 
or they will break badly, as do_ the 
Hyslops. Some like Whitney No. 20. I 
don’t. When making pickles of the 
mushy varieties I leave jar on back of 
stove and keep all hot for awhile. You 
don’t need to cook them so long this 
way. I use one pound of crabs and seven- 
eighths of a pound of sugar for pre- 
serves. Make a syrup of the sugar and 
water; take out the core with apple 
corer and put all together; boil until the 
crabs begin to settle. I boil rathgr slow 
and shake the pan occasionally, always 
making a big batch of both the same 
day as I can watch the preserves while 
the pickles are cooking. I always use 
Hyslops or Transcendents for these, and 
never peel for either. 

Have you ever tried mixing crabs and 
wild grapes for jelly? If not, do so. 

Whitney crabs are just fine cored, then 
peeled, and boiled in a syrup made of 
one pint of water and one cup of sugar. 
Cook until you can pierce with a straw, 
then seal in glass fruit jars. 

Green tomatoes sliced make good 
pickles. I use the same recipe as for 
crabs, only leave the spices in the syrup. 
I pour boiling water on the tomatoeg, 
let stand twelve hours, then go ah 

Now, if there is anything else any of 
you folks want to know just whistle, for 
I know it all. If the editor wants to 
publish some extra good soap recipes I 
will send them in—different than any I’ve 
seen in the Farmer. I only keep tip-top 
recipes here at Cedar Hill.—Mrs. Mc.

Cucumber Pickles: At the request of 
one of the sisters we republish the fol- 
lowing recipe which appeared in our 
issue of June 26, 1903: Two gallons of 
good vinegar, one pint of salt, six ounces 
of horse radish root and two ounces of 
allspice, cinnamon, black peppe>, white 
mustard seed and alum. Put all together 
cold and add cucumbers as fast as 
picked until jar is full. Drain the vinegar 
off and scald, not boil, and cover with 
horse radish leaves, and set in dark 
place in cellar. They are ready to use 
at any time. I put up all of mine in 
this way last summer and have some of 
them yet which are as nice as when 
first put up. This recipe will fill a four- 
gallon jar. m 

« . * 

I will send a few recipes that are easily 
and quickly made and are tried and good. 
There is no name for this one that I 
know: One egg well beaten; add one 
pint of sweet milk, salt and pepper to 
taste, a teaspoon of butter, and crumble 
in bread enough to soak up all the milk; 
fry until well browned. 

Graham Gems: One cup sour milk, a 
tablespoon of sour cream, one teaspoon 
soda, two or three tablespoons sugar, a 
pinch of salt, one cup of flour, and gra- 
ham to make a stiff batter; bake twenty 
minutes in a hot oven. 

Rice soaked in cold water several hours 
or all night in cold water will cook quick- 
ly; add a cup of sweet cream or milk, 
a little butter, and half a cup of raisins. 
Is ve good, 

Pudding: One cup sour milk, one-half 
cup sugar, one teaspoon soda, a table- 
spoon of butter or a quarter cup sour 
cream; add sliced apples or other fruit, 
and flour to make a stiff batter; bake 
twenty minutes. 

Potato Soup: Peel and slice six good 
sized potatoes and one onion, and boil; 
when tender add butter, pepper, and salt, 


and a little thickening can be added if } 


preferred, or ripe tomatoes can be added. 
Quick Biscuits: Make soda biscuit 
dough, roll out about one-half inch thick, 
ut lard in an iron spider and when it 
8s hot put in your biscuit and cover, 
turning often for fifteen or twenty min- 
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utes, or until it is browned and baked 
thoroughly. 

Salmon left over from a meal is very 
nice warmed over. Put a layer of salmon 
then a layer of bread crumbs or crackers 
then another of salmon, and add salt, 
pepper, butter, and milk enough to 
moisten; bake twenty minutes and 
brown well.—Anna Boomer, Bremer 
county, Iowa.

THE CRISIS ON MOUNT CARMEL. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for August 21, 1904—I Kings, 
18:30-46.)

(31) And Elijah 
took twelve stones, according to the 
number of the tribes of the sons of 
Jacob, unto whom the word of the 
Lord came saying, Israel shall be thy 
name; (32) And with the stones he 
built an altar in the name of the Lord; 
and he made a trench about the altar, 
as great as would contain two meas- 
ures of seed. (33) And he put the 
wood in order, and cut the bullock in 
pieces, and laid him on the wood, and 
said, ‘Fill four barrels with water, 
and pour it on the burnt sacrifice, and 
on the wood.’ (34) And he said, ‘Do 
it the second time.’ And they did it 
the second time. And he said, ‘Do it 
the third time.’ And they did it the 
third time. (35) And the water ran 
about the altar; and he filled the 
trench also with water. 

“(36) And it came to pass at the 
time of the offering of the evening 
sacrifice that Elijah the prophet came 
near, and said, ‘Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known 
this day that thou art God in Israel, 
and that I am thy servant, and that 
I have done all these things at thy 
word. (37) Hear me, O Lord, hear 
me, that this people may know that 
thou, Lord, art God, and that thou 
hast turned their heart back again.’ 
(38) Then the fire of the Lord fell, 
and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and 
the wood, and the stones, and the 
dust, and licked up the water that was 
in the trench. (39) And when all the 
people saw it, they fell on their faces; 
and they said, ‘The Lord, He is God; 
the Lord, He is God.’ (40) And Elijah 
said unto them, ‘Take the prophets of 
Baal; let not one of them escape.’ 
And they took them; and Elijah 
brought them down to the brook 
Kishon, and slew them there. 

“(41) And Elijah said unto Ahab, 
‘Get thee up, eat and drink; for there 
is the sound of abundance of rain.’ 
(42) So Ahab went up to eat and to 
drink. And Elijah went up to the top 
of Carmel; and he bowed himself down 
upon the earth, and put his face be- 
tween his knees, (43) And said to his 
servant, ‘Go up now, look toward the 
§@a.’ And he went up, and looked, and 
said, ‘There is nothing.’ And he said, 
‘Go again seven times.’ (44) And it 
came to pass at the seventh time that 
he said, ‘Behold, there ariseth a cloud 
out of the sea, like a man’s hand.’ 
And he said, ‘Go up, say unto Ahab, 
“Make ready thy chariot, and get thee 
down, that the rain stop thee not.” 
(45) And it came to pass in a little 
while that the heaven was black with 
clouds and winds, and there was a 
great rain. And Ahab rode and went 
to Jezreel. (46) And the hand of the 
Lord was on Elijah; and he girded up 
his loins, and ran before Ahab to the 
entrance of Jezreel.” 

We will miss the entire significance 
of this lesson and much of that of 
the two preceding if we fail to realize 
that these events occurred at the gen- 
eral assembly of the nation, the first 
of which we have a record since the 
days of Jeroboam, nearly one hundred 
years before. Its political significance 
is therefore not to be overlooked, Up 
to the time of Jeroboam Israel had a 
constitutional government, in which 
the representatives of the people, the 
elders, elected their king, as in the 
case of Saul, David, Solomon, and 
Jeroboam. The sins of Jeroboam, pre- 
viously mentioned, so demoralized 
and debauched the public conscience 
that Baasha, an army officer, was able 
to substitute a military despotism for 
this constitutional government, which 
was again superseded by the military 
despotism of Omri, the father of Ahab. 
In other words, the common people 


neither by themselves nor’ through 
their representatives had any choice 
in the government of the country. 


This is a fact of tremendous signifi- 
cance to all nations at all times. The 
loss of civil liberty always follows a 
decline of true religion. 

The persecution of the prophets and 
other believers in Jehovah was insti- 
tuted for the purpose of wiping out 
the last vestige of the ancient Jewish 
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religion. It was to restore the ancient 
faith that Elijah had prayed that the 
divine judgment threatened for the 
sin of apostasy—a withholding of rain 
—should be executed to eonvince both 
Ahab and the people that their present 
dearth was indeed a judgment from 
Almighty God to lead both king and 
people to repentance. He had chal- 


| lenged Ahab to restore to the people 


their ancient constitution and to sub- 
mit to this general assembly the vital 
question, whether they would serve 
Jehovah or Baal. The contest there- 
fore is not between Elijah and the 
prophets of Baal, but between Jehovah 
and the constitutional assembly of 
Israel, the question being whether 
they should return to their ancient 
obedience or continue to worship and 
serve the gods of the heathen. The 
assembly convened on Mount Carmel. 
By the command of Ahab Baal’s 450 
prophets appear. It is significant that 
the prophets of Jezebel are absent. 
Ahab can command the people and 
the priests of Baal, but he can’t com- 
mand Jezebel.

gin, “two thoughts.”’) How long will 
ye give a divided allegiance? Be one 
thing or another. Be not like the 
prophets of Baal in their ceremonial 
worship, dancing first on one foot, 
then on the other. If Jehovah be the 
true God, walk straight after Him. If 
Baal be the true God, walk straight 
after Him.” To this appeal, no doubt 
the synopsis of a somewhat lengthy 
address, there was no response. “The 
people answered not a word.” (Chap- 
ter 18:22.) 

Next he proposed that as God had 
revealed His presence in times past 
by fire, as to Abel and Cain (probably) 
(Genesis, 4:4), at the consecration of 
Aaron and his sons (Leviticus, 9:24), 
at the consecration of Gideon (Judges, 
6:21), to Manoah and his wife (Judges, 
13:20), to David (I Chronicles, 21:26), 
to Solomon at the dedication of the 
temple (II Chronicles, 7:1), that an 
answer by fire should determine 
whether Jehovah or Baal was the god 
of power and of might and worthy of 
their supreme devotion. To this offer 
there was & general acquiescence on 
the part of the assembly “It is well 
spoken.” (Verse 24; in the margin, 
“The word is good.”) Having reached 
this contract or agreement with the 
assembly, binding both on Elijah and 
the priests of Baal, Elijah proposes 
that as they are many and he alone 
they should choose their bullock, build 
their altar, seek an answer from their 
god by fire in whatever way suited 
them best, and when they had given 
up he would choose his offering and 
sacrifice. 

We can we!l imagine the scene: 
Baal’s 450 prophets, the whole priestly 
heirarchy in their splendid vestments 
on the one hand and on the other the 
lone prophet, the wild man from 
Gilead. The ceremonies of Baal wor- 
ship lasting from morning until even-

Elijah mocked them, 
instances of cutting irony and biting 
sarcasm which occur -in the Scrip- 
tures. “Why don’t you cry louder?” 
said the wild man from Gilead. “Baal 
is certainly a god, therefore certainly 
would answer you if he could hear. 
Cry louder. Probably he has com- 
pany; probably he has his head full 
and is too busy to hear your prayers; 


or he is at a big dinner and has his | 


stomach full; or probably as it is 
now the heat of the day he is asleep. 
You must wake him up. Louder.” 
Then as the sun draws near the 
horizon on the western sea and all 
hope of an answer by fire from Baal 





' and heat so fierce that it lapped up 
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was given up even by his own 
prophets, Elijah with his own hands 
took twelve stones from the ancient 
altar. (Although this is the first 
mention of Mount Carmel in sacred 
history the spot was no doubt an 
ancient shrine.) With these twelve 
stones he reared an altar to Jehovah, 
thus signifying the union of all Israel 
in their ancient worship, including 
Judah and Benjamin as well. On 
these he places the sacrifice, around 
it he digs a trench, and asks the peo- 
ple to pour water on the altar and 
the wood until the overflow fills up 
the trench. He would remove every 
possibility of deception or fraud. And 
then at the time of the offering of 
the evening sacrifice he offers a brief, 
fervent prayer embodying every point 
in the controversy; the reality of 
Jehovah, the fact that He was the God 
of their fathers, Abraham and Isaac 
and Jacob, the living, ever present, 
ever acting Jehovah; the fact that 
Elijah was His servant, representative 
or spokesman to Israel; the fact that 
in praying for drouth, in demanding 
the assembling of the king and people 
and in offering this sacrifice he was 
simply doing the Divine will. “Lord 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, 
let it be known this day that thou art 
God in Israel, and that I am_ thy 
servant, and that I have done all these 
things at thy word.” He then asks 
that Jehovah may in His appointed 
way own him and attest the reality of 
his mission, and that it may lead to 
the conversion of Israel to the faith 
of their fathers. “Hear me, O Lord, 
hear me, that the people may know 
that thou Lord art God, and that thou 
hast turned their heart back again.” 

In all this we must admire beyond 
measure the calmness, the confidence, 
the assurance of the prophet. The 
prayers of the priests of Baal were 
many and long and also accompanied 
by violent exercises and the shedding 
of their own blood unhesitatingly, to 
convince the people of their own 
sincerity. Elijah’s prayer is short, 
simple, earnest, quiet, confident, for 
he was a man who walked witb God, 
the only God of all the earth. 

And then as the great multitude 
waited in breathless suspense, the fire 
of the Lord, attesting his presence and 
his power, fell, consumed completely 
the sacrifice, consumed it with flame 
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the water that was in the trench. 
Convinced at last against their will, 
the people readily obeyed the com- 
mand of the prophet to lay hold at 
once of the priests of Baal, the real 
authors of their own misery, and 
bring them down to the brook Kishon, 
skirting the base of Mount Carmel, 
and Elijah himself took the lead in 
putting them to death then and there, 
that their blood might. fill the thirsty 
bed of this ancient stream. For all 
this Elijah had Divine warrant. 
(Deuteronomy, 13:5; 18:20.) 

The conviction on the part of the 
assembly that the God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob was present in power 
to punish was now complete, and 
Elijah tells the king that now that 
justice has been done, he may go to 
his test and refresh himself, for the 
rain will surely come. He himself 
goes to his closet for prayer, until his 
servant sees a cloud in the shape of 
a man’s hand rising from the sea, and 
then in the gladness of his heart and 
given strength by the Supreme Power, 
he runs before the chariot of Ahab to 
the entrance of the royal palace of 
Jezreel, sixteen miles distant; but 
with the sagacity of the Bedouin he 
stops at the piace

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A SUCCESSFUL FARMERS’ CLUB. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In compliance with your request, 
would say that our farmers’ club was 
organized last December. Our county 
institute was to be held at a place in- 
convenient for our community to at- 
tend so we thought we would have one 
of our own and also organize a club 
for our mutual benefit, that we might 
meet occasionally and discern matters 
of interest to us. So we organized and 
held an all-day and evening session in 
February which was attended by a 
large number, the largest opera house 
in the place being filled to the limit 
of the standing room at the evening 
session. The discussion of topics was 
so interesting we couldn’t get through 
with the program, so held another 
session later in the month and dis- 
cussed these and other topics. We 
had corn and potato exhibits scored 
by competent judges, prizes being 
given by the merchants and the club. 

Our next session will be held in 
August in a grove and we will have 
exhibits of colts, calves, pigs, and pony 
colts, in addition to the literary pro- 
gram. We have speakers from other 
places each time, and as they come 
for their expenses we are getting 
much benefit from the club without 
any great expense. We have forty-one 
members enrolled and hope to hold 
frequent meetings, perhaps every 
month this winter. We are also plan- 
ning to send some corn to the state 
contest at Ames if the frost doesn’t 
come to soon. We think each farm- 
ing community should have one of 
these clubs, as they will be of benefit 
and interest to all. Our constitution 
and by-laws, which are simple, are as 
follows: 


CONSTITUTION. 
Article I. 
Section 1—Name and Object: The 


name of this society shall be the Farm- 
ers’ Club of Janesville, Iowa. Its object 
shall be to organize and conduct’a farm- 
ers’ institute at such times and places 
as shall be hereafter determined, and 
such other objects as shall be for the 
benefit of the community. 

Sec. 2—Officers: The officers of this 
club shall be a president, yice-president, 
secretary, and treasurer, whose duties 
shall be those usual to such offices. They 
shall be elected at the first annual meet- 
ing in each year. 

Sec. 3—Members: Anyone may become 
a member of this club by signing the 
Constitution and By-laws and the pay- 
ment of fifty cents annual membership 
fee on or before the first meeting in each 


year. 
Sec. 4—Amendments: This constitu- 
tion can be amended at any regularly 


called meeting of this club by a _ two- 
thirds vote of the members present. 
BY-LAWS. 
Article 1. 

Section 1—Time of Meeting: The meet- 
ings of this club shall be at such times 
as the president may direct or on call of 
five members. 

Sec. 2—Quorum: Five members shall 
constitute a quorum at any regularly 
called meeting of this club. 

It don’t need much “red tape” to ac- 
complish the object.

I note in a recent issue of your 
paper that some persons have been 
asking for suitable questions for dis- 
cussion at the farmers’ institutes the 
coming winter. We had last winter 
a bill in the Iowa legislature asking 
for some restrictions on impure foods 
placed upon the market in Iowa. We 
have heard that opposition to this bill 
came from the wholesale grocers. We 
do not know where the _ opposition 
comes from, but we do know the law 
was not passed. A wholesome regard 
for common honesty and the health 
of our people would suggest that peo- 
ple be allowed to know what they eat 
and to buy what they want to eat. I 
can see no reason for objecting to all 
things being sold for what they are. 
I believe foods, drugs, oils, and all 
produce, should be sold for what it 
is, and all goods sold for what they 
are not should be confiscated, as we 
do in certain cases with liquors. 

Farmers’ institutes might do some- 
thing also with the parcels post and 
postal currency issue. They could 
pass resolutions and ask legislation 
on these matters.

A HOG PROBLEM. 

A Union county, Iowa, subscriber 
writes: 

“I have eighty shoats and enough 
corn to feed them until new corn is 
fit to cut up. Will it pay me-to buy 
corn at fifty-three cents to get my 
hogs on new corn? If so, how long 
shall I feed them part old corn? Half 
the pigs are fall pigs and I wish to 
turn them about the middle of Sep- 
tember.” 

We are not sure that we understand 
our correspondent. He says he has 
enough corn to feed until new corn is 
fit to-cut up. If so, why does he con- 


sider buying old-corn at fifty-three 
cents? Possibly he means that he has 
enough old corn to last him until new 
corn is fit to cut up, and wishes to 
know whether he should buy enough 
corn to make the change a gradual 
one. 

We certainly think he should. It 
wouldn’t require very much, but we 
would rather buy some corn. than 
make a sudden change from old corn 
to new. While neither new corn nor 
any other diet on the farm will gener- 
ate cholera, nevertheless we believe 
that a good deal which passes for 
cholera is simply the result of the 
indiscriminate and unwise feeding of 
new corn, especially when the change 
is suddenly made from the old to the 
new. Under any circumstances we 
would make the change so gradually 
that the system of the animal would 
never notice it. 

Answering the question more par- 
ticularly, we would feed the pigs 
which he wishes to turn in September 
old corn exclusively. It might be well 
enough to give just a little corn nearly 
ripe as a change, but we doubt 
whether even that would pay. The 
case is somewhat different with spring 
pigs, which would probably not be 
ready for sale until November or De- 
cember. The best thing to do with 
them is to give them about half their 
corn ration of old corn, and the other 
half oats, barley, or any other kind of 
spring grain, of which there will be 
an abundance on the farms in the 
neighborhood in the next two or three 
weeks. Corn of any kind is not a 
good sole diet for growing pigs. You 
must feed flesh formers either in the 
shape of clover or some kind of grain 
that has more flesh forming elements 
than corn. When corn begins to get 
hard it will be quite safe to give those 
pigs some new corn, say when it is 
in the hard dough; but only a small 
amount, and gradually increase it un- 
til they are entirely on new corn about 
the time it is fit to cut up or a little 
after.

CARE AND TREATMENT OF HOGS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your issue of May 27th you pub- 
lished an article entitled “A Question 
for Poland-China Breeders to Answer.” 
As I have been a breeder of Poland- 
Chinas for six years I thought I would 
tell some of my experience. I nearly 
always have good litters of pigs. The 
spring of 1899 my sow Lady Elinor 
farrowed eight nice pigs. The next 


year she farrowed eleven pigs. The 
same spring Black Beauty ist far- 
rowed nine pigs, her first litter. The 


same fall she farrowed seven pigs. 
Black Beauty 2d in 1902 farrowed 
seven pigs and the same number in 
1903. Princess Perfection last March 
farrowed eight fine pigs. There are 
three things I breed for—color, bone, 
and muscle. I get the blackest boar I 
can get and one with large bone and 
muscle. I breed so as to have my pigs 
farrowed about the middle of March. 

In the winter I feed my brood sows 
all the clover hay they will eat—second 
crop is the best; also corn and turnips. 
I feed chopped feed before and after 
farrowing, leaving the corn out. Oats 
and barley, equal parts, ground, makes 
a very nice feed. The sows and pigs 
have a good blue grass pasture to 
run in. I sow a patch of rape about 
the first of June, and keep the hogs 
out until the middle of July, then I 
separate the boars from the sows and 
turn them in it. One acre of rape will 
pasture about twelve shoats. One year 
I pastured five shoats on two and one- 
half acres. They did not get anything 
but skim-milk. They did fairly well 
but not as well as I would want. I 
feed my boars two and one-half quarts

OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER, 

Chicago, Aug. 8.—There is no particular 
animation at the present time in most 
branches of business. It is the vacation 
period, and many manufacturers are tak- 
ing this time to close up their works and 
make needed repairs. It is surprisin 
how many factories and mills have close 
up wholly or in part, and as this involves 
throwing thousands of workers out of 
employment temporarily, trade suffers in 
many places. The closing of the cotton 
mills at Fall River and other eastern 
manufacturing cities is a serious matter, 
and the big strike of the employes of the 
packers at various live stock markets hag 
done great injury to the live stock and 
kindyed industries. The packers have 
been doing the best they could under the 
circumstances. crippled as they have 
been, but with steadily increasing num- 
bers of workers engaged to take the 
places of the strikers, they have been 
enlarging their output of meats all the 
time. It has been a harvest time for in- 
dependent butchers all over the country, 
and sufficient supplies of meats have 
been produced, although the high prices 
asked for beef have resulted in materially 
lessening its consumption. It has been 
a costly strike for the country, and many 
have been the complaints from stock- 
men, who have had to hold back their 
stock or else take big chances of arriv- 
ing on an overstocked market and being 
compelled to wait several days before a 
sale could be effected, This was the case 
last week, for the market was glutted 
with cattle on Monday. and many of them 
remained for several days before being 
sold. Of course, this means heavy ex- 
penses for yarding and feeding, and after 
the stock is sold the seller finds himself 
badly off, as prices are sure to be ma- 
terially lower than before the glutted 
market. Similar experience has been the 
fate of owners of hogs, and on the whole 
sheep and lambs have held their own tne 
best of any class of live stock during the 
strike. The latter have been in partic- 
ularly large demand from eastern ship- 
pers, as well as from feeders, and supplies 
were usually well taken. 

There has been no lack of animation 
in the grain trade, wheat leading off in 
speculative interest, and prices have had 
further advances. Reports of serious in- 
jury to the spring wheat crop of the 
northwest from rust and chinch bugs did 
much to elevate prices, and the report 
from high authority that the entire crop 
of spring and winter wheat of the coun- 
try would approximate but 530,000,000 
bushels, or a faliing off of 107,000,000 
bushels from last year’s short crop, made 
quite a sensation on the Board of Trade, 
where it started lively speculative buying. 
Corn has been weakened by the splendid 
crop reports. Consumption of oats prom- 
ises to increase in Iowa. A Des Moines 
dispatch received a few days ago says: 
“Oats are thrashing from twenty-eight to 
forty bushels per acre, weight twenty- 
eight to thirty-two pounds to the bushel, 
averaging thirty-five bushels per acre, 
and an average weight of thirty pounds 
to the bushel, all of good color. Farmers, 
on account of having no corn to feed, 
commence to feed oats just as soon as 
eut, and will continue to feed their work 
animals on oats until new corn is hard 
enough to feed. It is estimated that 10 
per cent of the crop will be consumed by 
the farmers between this and October.” 

Cattle have been marketed with too 
great freedom, and as a result sales 
have been made largely 60 to 75 cents 
below the high time week before last. 
For beef steers buyers paid $3.65 to $6.40, 
with a large share of the cattle crossing 
the scales at §4.75 to $5.85, for prime 
beeves were not any too numerous. The 
demand has been largely for cattle of a 
good shipping class, and butchering and 
canning grades have sold very unsatis- 
factorily. Exporters bought steers at 
$5.10 to $5.50, and $5.50 paid for very 
attractive offerings, while fancy steers 
went for $6.25. W. J. Sherer, of Alexis, 
Tilinois, was the feeder and shipper of 
thirty-seven head of prime cattle ba 
averaged 1,287 pounds and brought $6.2 
the United Dressed Beef Company “of 
New York being the buyer. There were 
thirty ‘White Faces’’ in the lot, the 
others being Short-horns and Angus cat- 
tle. Mr. Sherer bought these cattle on 
the 10th of last October in Nebraska, and 
made money on them. Cows and heifers 
have been selling at $1.10 to $5.00, bulls 
at $2.00 to $4.00, calves at $2.00 to $6.00, 
and milkers and springers at $25 to $45 
per head. Dullness characterized the 
stocker and feeder trade at $2.25 to $4.00, 
a few prime feeders weighing around 1,000 
pounds fetching $4.25, and a Missouri 
feeder had ‘‘nerve’’ enough to pay $4.65 
for fifty-two head of fancy Short-horn 
steers that averaged 1,050 pounds, being 
the highest sale of many weeks. A few 
western range cattle that hatled from 
Montana have been marketed at $3.75 
to $3.85, their quality being fairly good 
and their average weights from 1,125 to 
1,145 pounds. Texas grass steers have 
sold freely at $3.00 to $4.25. 

Hogs have been marketed freely, and 
as the strike interfered materially with 
business, great numbers were carried over 
frequently from one day to another. 
Shippers were apt to be good buyers of 
the better class, and their selections fur- 
nished the principal firmness in prices. 
Prices fluctuated according to the volume 
of the marketings and the demand. Pro- 
visions have heen active, and the de- 
mand for fresh pork is extremely large 
all the time, it being the cheapest article 
in the meat line. At the close of the 
week hogs sold at $4.75 to $65.60, with 
light weights the highest, the top figure 
being 15 cents lower than a week earlier, 

Cc. W. Miller, of Winona, Minnesota, 
one of the largest feeders of sheep and 
lambs in the United States, says he has 
made no attempt thus far to stock up 
with lambs for next winter's feeding, and 
he says he is uncertain whether he will 
buy this year, Last year Mr. Miller fed 
close to 40,090 head, chiefly lambs and 
vearlings, and he is a great producer of 
fancy mutton. Other feeders are fairly 
large buyers of range tlocks, lambs going 
at $4.50 to $4.65 mostly, while sheep and 
vearlings are taken at $3.00 to $3.60. 
More would be done were the offerings 
larger, The recent marketings of sheep 
and lambs have been large for a strike 
period, but only a small proportion has 
been adapted for feeder requirements. 
Iaambs have been selling ‘at $4.00 to 
$7.00, with the best range flocks selling 
at $6.85, while range sheep went at $3.00 


to $4.25, a few prime heavy export 
wethers selling around $4.40, and the best 
yearlings selling at $4.65, Native ewes 
sold at $2.00 to Ss. 85 and rams at $2.00 to 
$3.00. Late in the week prime lambs 
sold down to $6.75. 

The general horse trade has been mov- 
ing along smoothly, and prices have been 
well sustained most of the time, as the 
recéipts were kept within moderate 
limits, as is usual during the summer 
period. The demand has been quite com- 
prehensive, embracing drafters, express- 
ers, wagon horses, eastern chunks, and 
drivers. Several buyers have been in the 
market in search of drivers and coachers, 
and keen competition caused firmer 
prices, numerous sales being made at 
$140 to $850 and better. Big feeders were 
wanted for shipment to Ohio and Penn- 
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lots sell at 12 to 15 cents. Eggs are 
bringing 18% to 20% cents per dozen, 
and live chickens fetch 11 to 13 cents, 
springs selling the highest. W.

BETTER UTENSILS NEEDED. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 
If I wished to enter the missionary 


field I would not go to China, Africa, 
or India, but I would get an outfit of 
aluminum and granite iron ware, and 
go out among the farmers to begin a 
crusade against the milk crock and 
iron kettle. Whenever I saw a farm 
house with a table or bench loaded 
with from three to twelve milk 
crocks, each weighing from three to 
twelve pounds, I would see a promis- 
ing field for missionary work, and 
would endeavor to convert the farmer 
to the use of my light weight milk 
“things.” I would labor specially with 
the farmer because I am convinced 
that he clings to the milk crock 
through ignorance of something bet- 
ter, and the wife through mistaken 
notions of economy. Once persuade 
him to go through the routine with 
the crocks that his wife does every 
morning, and then the same with my 
aluminum milk pans, and I would 
have a convert. 

“T have made $2,300 worth of butter 
since we came to Iowa sixteen years 








ago,” said a farmer’s wife to me re- 
cently, “and I have carried every bit 


of the milk up and down my cellar 
steps.” Her milk bench showed a 
trim line of crocks which wouid better 
have been made into grit for the 
chickens than to have added their 
weight to the burden the tired arms 
carried so long. I would be sorry to 
have burglars enter the homes of any 
of the Farmer readers, but if they do 
[ hope they will carry off the milk 
crocks, iron kettles, and Mason fruit 
jars. These latter were good when 
we had no better, but now that they 
are manufactured on a cheap scale 
they are positively dangerous unless 
properly treated before usifg. Fre- 
quently I have found particles of glass 
on the inside of the can, which can be 
dislodged with a spoon. Unless one 
looks out for these there is danger of 
them coming off in the fruit or jam 
and being swallowed by one of the 
children.

SILOS AND SILAGE—NO. 7. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Having the silo built, the next step 
is the filling of the same. You ask 
what to fill with? The large majority 
fill with the whole corn cut and hauled 
direct from the field to the silo when 
the grain is beginning to dent, while 
a great many find that the corn can 
be put in more mature by making the 
silage from one-third to one-half sor- 
ghum and the other part corn, the 
sorghum furnishing the excess of 
juice to carry the corn in a riper stage. 

The writer read the experience 
of an eastern dairyman some years 
ago. He put in a load of corn and 
then an equal layer of straw to absorb 
the extra juice of the corn—at that 
time the corn was siloed greener—and 
was greatly surprised when his cows 
ate the straw silage with as much 
relish as the corn silage and that there 
should be no loss in the quantity and 
quality of the milk. We also read 
of an Indiana cattle feeder who put 
whole corn that would make sixty-five 
bushels to the acre in his silo, and 
asked if anyone had put more corn 
than that in the silo. A Kentucky 
feeder said that he filled with whole 
corn that would average sixty bushels 
per acre, and for each acre of whole 
corn he added an acre of snapped corn, 
snapping it from the other side of 
the same field; that it made satisfac- 
tory silage and made better gains than 
when he fed whole corn silage and a 
half feed of “old corn.” The writer 
has also read of eastern siloists who 
put all they raise of corn, sorghum, 
clover, etc., in the silo and then feed 
from the silo every day in the year. 

In the eastern states men with en- 


gines and cutters make a business of | 


filling silos and the neighbors assist 
each other just as much of the thrash- 
ing is done in Iowa. We expect to 
see the time when the above plan will 
be used here, but until that time the 
question is how are we to bridge over 
until silos become general. Where a 
man has sufficient help and a large 
silo he can afford to own a cutter and 
power. We have two catalogues, and 
cutters are priced from $10 up to $200. 
The large sizes are guaranteed to cut 
a bundle as it comes from the corn

binder and to elevate it sixty feet high 
if cut for silage and eighty feet on dry 
foddey. This requires from ten to 
twenty horsepower. The silage is ele- 
vated by pneumatic or wind power, 
generally called “blowers.” The small- 
er sizes, of course, have smaller capac- 
ity and usually have carriers. The 
smaller farmers could join in the pur- 
chase of cutters of smaller sizes and 
say a four or six-horse sweep power 
at a cost of about $125, or they could 


purchase a larger size and hire a 
thrasher engine. We purchased a 


power cutter in 1894, the drouth year, 
and cut 100 acres of corn and fodder 
with it. - We still have the cutter, but 
the carrier was too short. We pro- 
cured the elevating attachment to the 
largest size McCormick shredder and 
attached it to our cutter, but this 
“blower” was not sufficient to fill our 
silo through dormer door in the roof, 
so we filled the silo almost two-thirds 
full through the feeding doors, but it 
did not have the capacity of the cut- 
ter and it was slow work. In the 
east the siloist furnishes the coal and 
water and pays $10 per day for the 
cutting “outfit’ and three men. Last 
year we furnished coal and paid $7 
per day for engine, engineer, and one 
water hauler. We also used their 
team. Our cutter has three sixteen- 
inch knives, which makes forty-eight 
inches or four feet of cutting power 
and should be speeded about 550 revo- 
lutions to the minute. We set it to 
cut half an inch. There are three 
plates preceding the knives, and on 
each of these plates are thirty-two 
knives that split the corn before cut- 
ting, thus-making fine feed and also 
making the silage pack closer. 

The great trouble with corn for the 
silo below a line drawn through cen- 
tral Iowa from east to west is the 
fodder will be coarse and long. To 
overcome this the corn should be 
planted thick either in drills or in 
hills.

For the past five years the Short-horns 
exhibited by G. H. Burge, proprietor of 
the Wayside Herd, of Mount Vernon, 
Iowa, have been a strong factor in the 
determining of the awards.

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PRODUCTION AND USE OF GRAPE 
JUICE. 


Of all fruits grown there is none 
that requires less effort to produce 


than grapes. They are at home in 
almost every country on the globe, 
and no man has ever lived who can 
tell how long a grapevine will live, 
either with or without care. 

Well ripened but not overripe fruit 
must be used, and it should be clean 
and sound. If one has a hand cider 
mill and press to use in the work, well 
and good; but in their absence crush- 
ing and pressing can be done by hand. 
If light colored juice is desired, put 
the crushed grapes in a cleanly washed 
cloth; and when folded in, with an 
assistant, proceed to twist either end, 
until the greater part of juice is 
pressed out. 

The juice should then be placed in 
a stone jar and slowly heated to not 
less than 180 nor more than 200 de- 
grees. This jar should be set in a 
dishpan of water before heating, in 
order to prevent the scorching of the 
juice. Hold to the above heat about 
ten minutes, but do not allow it to 
boil. This done, pour it into a glass 
or enameled vessel and let it settle 
for twenty-four hours; then carefully 
drain the clear juice from the sedi- 
ment and run it through a flannel 
filter. ; 

It is now ready to bottle, but be sure 
that bottles have been thoroughly ster- 
ilized before filling. Common glass 
fruit cans will do. Do not fill quite 
full, as room must be allowed for ex- 
pansion in the second heating. Fit a 
thin board in the bottom of a common 
wash boiler, set filled bottles on this, 
fill boiler with water to nearly the 
height of juice in bottles and heat again 
as above, but do not allow to boil. 
Then take the bottles out and cork 
and seal immediately. It is a good 
idea to take the further precaution of 
sealing the corks over with paraffin or 
sealing wax to prevent the germs of 
mold entering through the cork. 

Should a red juice be desired, crush 
and heat the fruit, then drain instead 
of pressing, and proceed as with the 
white juice. With the white we 
press out the juice before heating. The 
bottles should now be set away in a 
cool place, and in an upright position; 
and if the work has been properly done 
this unfermented juice will keep for 
an indefinite period. 

Its uses are indeed many. Until 
quite recently it has been restricted 
to medicinal or sacramental purposes, 
through a lack of knowledge of the 


-a tonic for drinks; 
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principles underlying its manufacture. 
The housewife who can make a suc- 
cess of her fruit canning can also fur- 
nish to her family this product of the 
grape in a perfect and fresh state. It 
has outgrown its position as a luxury 
and is now classed_as a necessity, both 
as a food and drink, refreshment and 
nourishment, all in one. 

It is used in sickness, convalescence, 
and good health; as a preventive, re- 
storative, and cure; by the young, 
those in the prime of life, and in old 
age. It is used in the church for sacra- 
mental purposes, at soda fountains as 
at restaurants, 
hotels, and in homes as a food, a 
beverage, as dessert, and in many 
other ways. When people once be- 
come accustomed to its use they rarely 
give it up.—E. L. Keasey, in Orange 
Judd Farmer.
